The August 
measure, an amendoMnt to a 
military procurement 
authorization bill, was written out 
by a House-Senate conference 



Two days ago, an amendment 
setting a four-month deadline for 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from 
Indochina died in the Senate. This 
measure didn't even get off the 
ground. A 4542 vote against ttie 
amendment struck it fironi a 
foreign military aid bill. 

After the vote on the amend- 
ment, more money was pumped 
into the foreign military aid 
program. In fact, the Senate even 
raised the amount of money in- 
volved in the bill from $1.55 billion 
to 11.82 billion. 

It's Uke deja vu like we've 
been all through this before. More 
money goes for foreign military 
aid. Domestic programs suffer for 
lack of funds. Americans continue 
to die in Indochina.

NEW YORK (AP) — Three 
American prisoners of war came 
home fnm Hanoi in ftill uniform 
Thursday night, displaying the 
decoratkHis they bad woo as 
combat pilols in North Vietnam. 

They landed at Kennedy Airport 
at S:54 p.m. and 30 minutes later 
voluntarily enticed Defense 
Department cars to be driven 
away. By so doing, they submitted 
to a reunion with the government 
whose overtures they had spumed 
during the long trip from Hanoi. 

BEHIND THEM they left a 
qtiartet of American antiwar 
activitists, into whose hands the 
POWs were delivered 12 days ago 
in NerHi Vietnam. 

"We have Just witnessed a 
recapture scen^" said one of their 
former ch>p s w i n ei> Gon W«iit» 
"one incareiBnttoB r^lndag 
an<^r." 

Another, tbe Rev. William 
Sloane Coffin, said: **It*s quite 
dear the Pentagon and State

THE THREE freed prisoners 
are Navy U. J.G. Haric Oariley, 
fanprisoned for four years; Navy 
Lt J.G. Norris Charles, a captive 
nfaienuindis; and Air Force lf«jor 
Edward Eliaa, ilHt down flvo 
months ago. 

The dttttaiatkm of the three 
following their departure from the 
airport was not immediately 
determined. 

Prior to flying out of 
Copoihagen for Vkm Ymk^ one of 
the trio had said the Amertean 
people must bear the "respon- 
sibility" for bringing the 
remaiofaig 400 men aai of cap* 
tivity, by bringing an end to ttie 
Vietnam war. 

In Washington, a Defense 
Department spokesman said: 
"We are deligfated that aU three 
men are home nfdy In unffiorm." 

Besides Pentagon officials, the 
POWs were greeted by more than 
a score of relatives. At>ove them 
was displayed a piaeard reading: 
"Release all prisoners of war on 
both sides in all Vietnam."

Nichols issue 
still unsolved

Reeyded buildings? Tbe idea 
may not be as far-fetched as it 
sounds. In fact, it cotild be a 
practical realily oq K-Stata 
campus. 

Cmr students may remember 
the eventful idglit in December, 
1968, when Nichols Gynmasium 
burned. Since then, Nichols has 
stood vacant except for its 
basonent where the two swim- 
itili« pMlt art nsed. 

Cwitroversy has arisen as to 
what to do wliti tbe shell of a 
building — retain it for its sen- 
timent^ value or tear it down to 
make room for a new building? 
Since the women's physical 
edneato iidfitte are scheduled 
for completion in May, it soon will 
be time to face up, once and lor all, 
to the problem of Nichols. 

Opponents argue that the 
building is unsafe and growing 
moreso with each passing 
year. They say it does have 
aesthetic value, but not enou^ to 
warrant leaving a shell of a 
building standing when it has no 
use. 

But supporters eoiinter4iet Witt 

suggestions for renovaticm of tbe 
building . They have found, 
tlirough studies of the cost factor, 
that it would be cheaper to 
restrengthen the buUdIng than to 
build a new one. In addition, the 
cost of tearing down Nichols has 
been estimated at $75,000. 

Supporters have dedicated time 
and money to studying the 
feasibility of saving Nichols. 
Several petitions have been 
presented to University ad- 
ministrators asking them to save 
the building. 

With l&ck. of space a major 
ooncem of planners at K-State, 
saving Nichols sounds Uke a 
practical idea. Nearly every 
department on campus could use 
more classroom space. Depart- 
ment oifioes also could be ex- 
mded wiflMmt hurtbig anyone's

Present stodoits don't seem to 
want to see the building torn down. 
Older students still can remember 
attending basic physical education 
classes in the building. And alumni 
fondly remember attending 
basketball games and 4aam in 
Ni^ols. 

Users of the building see a 
reason for saving it and making 
use of it in years to come. 

But for the renovation to become 
a reality, they wUl have to cgo- 
vince admmistrators and planners 
of the feasibility of recycling 
rather than wasting.

Sentiment rises over Nichols

It has now been nearly four years since 
Nichols gym was destroyed by a fire and the 
fate of the qM building is still uncertain. 

Some people think of it in a historical sense 
and believe that to tear down the remains of 
Nichols gym would be parallel to destroying 
the very character of the University itsolf.

Others, less idealistic, regard it at an eyesore 
and wonder why it wasn't razed years ago. 

And still other curious studaits, faculty and 
alunrni members simply wonder why, in 
nearly four years, biisnt somitWng been 
decided about NiMs gym one way or 
other. 

C. CLYDE JONES, professor in business 
administration, was vice president for 
University development when Nichols wat 
burned m 1968 and in charge of what happened 
to it afterwards. It was decided to salvage and 
make use of the only practical facility left in 
the ruins — the two swimming pools in the 
bascmnent. 

'Ttee were several options on what to do," 
Jones said, recalling the incident. "Nichols 
could have been torn down or rebuilt, but there 
were no funds for any alternative then and it 
was felt that other matters were more 
pressing/' 

Jones left that job in 1970. But the feeling in 
the administration over Nichols* fate seemed 
to continue — that was, use the swinuning 
pools for the time being and not worry so much 
about what happened to the building itself. 

But the swimming pools will not be needed 
much longer. The new physical education 
complex, scheduled for completion in May, will 
include brand new pools. At that time, the last 
practical excuse for keeping Nichols urouBd 
wiU be gone. 

ANTICIPATING that, studies have been 
made by the administration to determine the 
cost of tearing Nichoit gym to Hie ground once 
and for all. #5,000 is ^ figure reported for 
such a job. 

When several faculty members and students 
from the architecture department heard that 
ttie administration was gdng to request the 
hmds from the Board of Regents last spring, 
they decided to launch a "Save Nichols" 
campaign. 

Nichols gym is one of two buildings on 
campus — Anderson HaU being the otiSer — 
regarded with hi^ sentimental value by many 
people, more so by faculty and atumni 
members than students. 

The architecture faculty and students 
thought the buikiing could be renovated at a 
reasonable cost Ihi^ thou^ that if the waUs 



could be restrengthened, the insides could be 
used for office space, new classrooms or 
whatever the administration wanted to usejt 
for. ■'W 

"IT WAS OUR feeling that even the 
remaining walls would retain some sen- 
timental value," Bemd Foerster, dean of the 
College of Architecture and Design, said. 

But first it had to be detormined if even the 
remaining shell was in good enough shape-to 
save. Foerster said several dozen students and 
faculty members from the architecture, 
engineering and other departments volun- 
teered their time and talent to make a 
preliminary report to detetathie the cost of 
renovating the building. 

Foerster said the conclusions of the reports 
were encouraging. *lt indicated that retention 
of the shell coidd be acomplished at less cost 
fiian constructing a new building." 

The report was handed over to the ad- 
ministration with the suggestion that a further, 
more thorough study be made of Nichols, 
according to Foerster. The preliminary repnt, 
thou^ professional, was mm opiidon mk 
factual at that stage. 

But it did let the administration know 
somebody was serious about saving the 
building. Foerster sidd it was like saying, 
'*Yait're not going to tear it down withoik 
some fii^.** 

A PETITION was passed out at Open House 
last spring to gather support for the cause. It 
was also s&ii around to the dorms mad 
fraternity houses. 

When they were finished. Dean Bradley and 
Mike Courtney — both fourth year students in 
architecture who largely planned the drive — 
had cdlected over 2,000 signatures. 

They gave the petition to President James A. 
McCain. Courtney said alumni members, in 
particular, wanted the building saved and 
many, during Open House, had anecd^es 
about Nichols gym that went back to thehr own 
campus days. 

Some go back so far they seem incredible 
now. Nichols gym was built in 1910. In 1911, the 
junior class asked permission from the ad- 
ministration to have a prom honoring the 
senior class bi Nichols. Diey were told it would 
be fine, but no dancing would be allowed. 
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' You know how it is when o building gets burned part-way down, 
you expect it to be torn the rest of the way down. 
It doesn 't have to be that way. " 



The stories dating back on this "fortress on 
plains" are practically endless. Nichols 
«|ni, inddentally, was also used as the ROTC 
armory whm it wtm built Foenter said he 
beUeved the ramp in front of Urn doors mi 
used to march unito ttaraii^ 

HISTORY AND TRADITION simply for 
taeir own sake is not tbe only issue here 
tluxigli, accofdiiig to Fomtor and ills frisads. 
"It is a wmte of resources to destroy iSm 

building," Bradley said. ''Reusing our 
buildings is more practical, more economical 
and more ecological — like recycling 
newspapers." 

People usually don't think of buildings in 
terms of recycling material, Bradley said, but 
it is a practice becoming more common in 
other parts of the country. 

He stressed the point that renovation or 
Gibabilitation of a buiidfaig should not be 
cjniused with restoration of a building, which 
means restoring everything to its original 
condition and is quite costly. 

"You know how it Is when a building ^ts 
burned part-way down," he added. "You ex- 
pect it to be torn the rest of the way down. It 
doesn't have to be that way. Ibat kHiikUng can 
be used again." 

BUT THE administration officials are not so 
sure about that. Vincent Cool, vice president of 
University development, said a second study 
was made of Nichols gym to determine what 
kmd of shape it was in. 

Only this report was not as encouraghig as 
the earlier one done by the architectural 
people. ' *The opinions were generally 
negative," Cool said. 

"It's my own candid opinion that if tbe 
swimming pools werm't being used, NIdiols 
gym would have been torn down a kng time 
-^3*0." Cool stressed the point that the future of 
the building could go either way and that the 
administration officials had not made up tliehr 
minds yet what to do. 

Paul Young, vice president for University 
development, said everybody would like to see 
Nichols used and that many see a traditional 
and aesthetic value in it. "But the economics 
may override tiie feelings," be added. 

"As a general rule of thumb, it costs more to 
usetlietdd walls of a building than to construct 
a whole new building. That may not be true in 
this case though/* 

FOERSTER AND the people who helped 
witti the fhrst study still believe it is definitely 
not true in this case. HI feelings toward the 
administration are becoming more common. 

As one architectural member said, "I don't

like this haphazard attitude of tearing down 
everything without looking at the feasibility of 
reusing it." 

Others said they are afraid the fate of 
Nichols has long beki determmed, that Nichols 
will be razed next summer when its swimming 
pools are no longer being used and when few 
people will l>e around to complain about its 
destraetkMi. 

Young and Cool insist that anything is stiU 
possible. At this point, they say nobody knows 
what will happen to Nichols. 

It has been suggested to them that a third 
party be l»t)ught in to stwi^ the fteriblUty of 
saving tbe bididing. 

'*WE WANT AN unbiased, impartial 
opinion," Courtney said. "If a third party said 
Nichols should come down, then fkie, well 
acc^ their word." 

Young and Cool said such an action may be 
possible in the future, but there are no funds 
presently available for such a study. Courtney 
and others said tbe admhdstration is dragging 
ite fert mid tlie money (estimaled between 



$3,000-$4,000) could be raised inside the ar- 
chitecture department or by alumni con- 
tributions. 

In the meantime, Nichols gym remains as it 
is — ugly to some, beauliM to oltev, its future 
still questionable. 

Cool said a decision would t>e made in May 
when the pools are closed, and liiat everythhog, 
ineiipgQg any furlte itttta, be tiliin 
into eoniderattoit 

EVEN IF IT was decided to renovate tiie 
building, Young said it would take a minimum 
of three years More aetual eonstiuetloD qb it 
could begin. 

And time is running out on Nichols. The 
inside plaster is not as strong as that on the 
outside. It was never meant to be exposed to 
tlie weatiier. 

"The longer it sits, tbe more difficult it will 
be to renovate," Foerster said. He said that 
even one more liard winter could tiave drastic 
results. 

"If you let it sit long enou|^ I guess tbe

Tpotteenaa. I wailed for qutte 
awhile, then the campiM and 
police made tbe scene; 

THE FIRST THING tiwy 
wanted was to see my driver's

With a UtUe difficulty. I dug U out 
and presented my identification. 
They called an ambulance and 
upon arrival the medlori at- 
tendants looked at my leg. 

They loaded me up and headed 
for student health.

Zap. Another ambulance ride.

I 
aaked him ii be had ever broken 
ahything. He said once «Aen he 
was younger he had broken a 
collar bone. He thm proceeded to 
tell me about Evtt KiML 
, '*Did you know that be*a broken 
every bone in his body at least 
once, and sune of toem aavmdt 
times?" he reraariied. There I 
was with a severe fracture and he 
tdls me about some giiy that gets 
amazed up for a living. 

At the hospital, the specialist 
took over. The first order of 
business was to look at the X-rays. 
My confidence in him grew 
Stnmger when he commented, 
"Yes, you do have a broken leg> 
don't you." There was a doetor 
who knew his business. 

WHILE PUTTING ON THE 

CAST, he casually mentioned, "of 
course I'm the best orthopedic 
man to town." I was feeling a little 
better so I proceeded to detflCiohM 
just how good he was. 

"Ikfw many specialisto ara 
there in town?" I asked. 

"I'm the only one, " he answered 

with a grin. 
'■r' As he worked on my leg, the cast 
kept inching up higher and higher. 
It finally ended about a foot above 
the knee, which is getting close to 
as far as I wanted it to go. When he 
had finiihedbe gave me his card, 
aaldtosee him in two wedts to get 
a walking cast and be gave me a 
few pototera for surviving at 
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HMmbtr off itig broltMrtMOd 9ff crut- 



I sort of knew what he was 
getting at with pointers, because 
as a junior I've heard all sorts of 
stories. This was the first time I 
had had a major accident of any 
kind and the first time I had to 
stey in a hospitol. I must give 
credit to the staff at student 
health. They did a fine Jeb flf 
taking care of ma. 



I LIVED AT LAFENE for a 
week and went to classes from 
tiwre. Tbedo^wr wanted to keep a 
close watch on my leg for several 
days. The nurses kept a close 
watdi on my toes. The toes were a 
check for normal blood circulation 
and to make sure the swelling 
dHdn*t baoome to severe.

IIOSpOW ( AP) — The Soviet Union congratulated 
fb» Chinese people Sunday on the 23rd anniversary 
of Commimirt China, but blasted Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung for 'Hheoretleai to co npata n etf* and anH- 
Soviet policies. 

The somewhat surly "Happy birthday" message 
was addressed to the chairman of the People's 
Republic of China, without specifically naming him. 

In keeping with the practice of recent years during 
the idedloglcal i|^ helwaen the two Communist 
giants, the message expressed conviction that 
c«latiow between the Soviet Union and China must 
be improved. 

YET THE Maoist leadership was accused of 
straying from the path of Maixinn-Lenfarisro md the 
▲% >»iegram of congratulations spoke of the "completa 
theoretical imoompetence of Maoism and Its In- 
compaUbility with sdentlflc sociaUsm.** 

The telegram was issued in the name of the 
Presidium of the Supteme Soviet and the CouncU of 
Ministers. 

In a malar article marking the anniversary, the 
Communist party organ Pravda accused the Chinese 
leadership of splitting the sodaUst camp and 
"slmidtaneoudy realigning its foreign policy toward 
rapprochement with the capitalist countries."

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BEIRUT — The rift between Egypt and the 
Soviet Union, following 10 weeks of strained 
relations and a war of words, appears cm the 
surface to be closing. 

Knowledgeable souicet here said Soviet Oom- 
munist party leader Leonid Brezhnev will have a 
summit meeting in Damascus with President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt and President Hafez al- 
Assad of Syria sometime this month. 

WASHINGTON— A House vote has been quietly 
scheduled for today on a bill exempting cor- 
porations and labor unions with government 
Gonftracts from the ban on campaign giving 
through affiliated political ftmds. 

If it passes the Congress, the measure would 
rnarl^ the first rollback of the new federal cam^ 
paign spending law. 

SAIGON — The Newport News, largest cnttoer 

afloat, steamed out of the Vietnamese war zone 
Sunday and headed for the Ptiilippines with the 
bodies of 19 sailors killed in the wmt U.S. naval 
disaster this year. 

Ten othermen in her crew were wotmded faf the 
expiosimi in an el^t-inch gun turret whtefa rocked 
the 21,000 ton warship off the northern sector of 
South Vietnam shortly after midnight. Many of her 
1 ,300 crewmen were shaken from their sleep by the 
blast.

He also said be has not decided on 
whether he will stay in the Navy. 

"When I was shot down I was not politically 
aware," he told a news conference, **but since tiiat 
time I have learned a lot. I have to make a re- 
evabiatiin.'* ' 

COPENHAGEN — Denmark is going to decide 
at the ballot box today whether it wants to join the 
European Common Market — a week alter its 
Norwegian neighbor voted no. 

Die Norwegian rejection brought unexpected 
suspense to the Danish referendum in which about 
three million eligible voters are being asked to 
approve or reject their government's decision to 
take Denmark into the market on Jan. 1, along 
^th Britain and Ireland. 

CHEROKEE, N.C. — Anger is rising on this 
western North Carolina reservation over what 
some Cherokee Indian leaders say is the plun- 
dering of ancestral graves by artlfact4iunting 
archaeologists. 

The scientists say, however, they are rushing to 
uncover and preserve Indian relics and heritage 
that will be lost forever when a Tennessee Valley 
Authority dam floods tiiem in a few years.

Ever wonder how Aggieville got 
its name? 

According to Ted Vamey, life- 
time Manhattan resident and 
AggieviUe bookstore owner, the 
name evolved from the days when 
K-State was named Kansas State 
Agricultural College and the 
WUdcats were called Aggies. The 
area where students congr^ted 
eventually became known aa 
ikigfmtiia 

IRA HAYNES. co^iwner fl( an 

Aggieville barbershop, has a more 
colorful versoi of the name's 
origin. 

A cookie salaman by the name 
of Kioe sent a letter addressed 
"Ag^eviOe, Maakatlan, Ka.'* to a 
merchant friend, Haynes said 
The friend displayed the letter in 
Us show case and Qie name 
Aggieville catigilt aa with 
customers. 

Both Vamey and Haynea have 
worked in Aggieville many years. 
V a r ney ' s fa the r opened a 
bookstore in Aggieville around 
1912. Haynes has the oldest bar- 
bershop in Aggieville. It's been in 
the same location since 1938 and in 
Aggieville since 1^. 

A lot of hiteresling tidbits about 
Aggieville can be learned by 
liataniag to m» two noen 



Varney said Aggieville has 
remained about the same size 
since the boom, although the types 
of businesses have changed to 
meet student demands. ''Right 
now tliere is a demand for beer," 
he noted with a grin. 

Both men recalled the dances in 
Harrison HaH fai Aggieville; 

In the thirties the name was 
changed to the Avalon Ballroom. 
Haynes said danoea w^ big na me 
bands cost $1.50 per persoa A 
cafeteria was located below ttw 
dance haE Brother's Tavern and 
the CavaUer's Club are now 
located In tUs building. 

THE CAVAUER Club still has 
the origtaial swinging floor, as far 
as the two menlmow. Vaniey said 
that according to rumor there are 
a "thousand carriage springs 
under the floor which makes it 
move about that far," he said 
spreading his fingers about six 
inches. "The way we danced back 
then made tile floor rock," he 
added. 

The men agree dances were the 
big entertainment in Aggieville 
before the pubs came. Sometimes

FOR INgTANCE. Aggieville 
was Kansas' first shopping center, 
according to Haynes.

Ask Fred Solomon who decided the sidelines would 
be more friendly than Charlie 0arington or Willie 
Cullars, who were patiently waiting to greet the Tampa 
reoelvar on a reverse. Ask the poor puaA returner wiio 
caught Rick W&e§maa about the same time be eaq^t the 
ball. Or ask any of the receivers for Tampa who were 
taught some of the finer techniques of the bump-and-run." 

Instead of heading back to the huddle early, the defense, 
rather the "Mob Squad," played ttw way a good defiense 
lias to; that is almost frantic.

As one doctor remaiiwd, "Don't 
girls marry for securify mid bogrs 
lor sex and love?" 

OF COURSE women marry for 
'^security" reasons. The doctor is 
always right. Or Is maniage 
really securi^? 

In New Jers^, a wife only has 
"dower rights." If her husband 
dies, she is entitled to one-third of 
the income from his real property. 
Who could bA for more? Of 
course, if they lived In an apart- 
ment and didn't own any any real 
estate, tlie law guarantees her 
nothing. ^ 

In six states, property that 
spouses share equally during tlie 
marriage, the husband is givoi 
management control. So a woman 
may earn as much as her husband 
and have no say in how her mon^ 
is spent. 

IF A MAN in Michigan decides 

to change his name, his wife has to 
change hers, too. Although the 
couple's minor children more than 
sixteen years of age may contest 
the diange, she doe s n 't have ftat 
right. 

Also, according to the law, a 
wife's domicile follows that of her 
husband. Domicile is "a place 
vAnere a person has a settled 
connection for certain legal 
purposes." The husband has the 
rW to decide whm be an4 his 
wife live.

Job improvements benefit 
quality of goods on market 



NEW YORK (AP) — There is somettiing to tlat 
complaint you hear increasingly that "wUto the 
government might be right in claiming Ae 
economy is improving, I sore can't leel it in iny 



The explanation Is revealed by distli^iUshing 
between quality and quantity, a dtotinction that 
often was IgnonMl to the past but which everyone 
wUl be forced to make In yean to cane. 

The worker, for example, Is told his buying 
po«wr during die past two years increased faster 
than die rise in prtoes, but he finds it hard to 
beUeve. Uto doen^t seem mieh better to him. 



hrelevant, but they are oerteinly less so in a 
world that has learned gradtyUly that productive 
restraint as well aa ftrodnedw ag gw a aivet ieei Is 
a factor in progress. 

The quality of air has acu tally improved to 
some citiea at pottutioa restratots. phyrical and 
legal, became effective, although urbanologists 
maintain that the over-all city environment has 
deteriorated.

Academic performance improving

Student performance is improiring — 
year to year — at K-State. 

Administrators hesitate to caU dds im- 
provement a trend, saying: "There is little 
documentation as of yet."

STRAUS and Ronnau had prepared an alternate set of 
recommendatiow, but their propoaal was ruled "out of order" after tlia 
committee's rapart had been a c ce pted . 

"With the committee's report, we compromise everything away," 
Strausasaid. "Weneed tol^peofileknow ttiat we are not satisfied wb» 
we have to do all die comiminWng.*' 

During ttia dlaeiiirion, Steve Doering, senate chairman, "'*i(|(i l thm 
the gavd to Price, senate vice chairman, and s|Kike In iavor of tihe 
committee's proposals. 

"Tenure is a tradition which faculty have held for many years,"

Ruling inhibits 
press function

A ruling by the Supreme Court 
tliat tliefe ii no inherent con- 
stitutional protection of con- 
fidential news sources has put one 
reporter in jail and threatens to 
strangle the function of the 
American press. 

Peter Bridge, reporter for the 
Newark Evening News, revealed a 
case of bribery in the housing 
commissidn of that dty. No doubt 
Bridge's source conoeming the 
bribe stuck his neck out by 
divulging the incident, now the 
Supreme Court expects Bridge to 
ignore his source's trust and 
feveal the man's nnn^ 

THE RESULT Of esptlulatton 
by Bridge could mean total 

destruction of his source's 
livelihood, home and future. 
Nobody in Newark connected with 
the housing commission that 
suffered because of the Bridge's 
story will t^ie ex{M)sure l^ng 
down. 

The ruling that places Bridges 
and his source in jeopardy crq^^es 
file use of good hivesUgative 
reporting as a watchdog of 
government. Even now, too many 
r^[>orters sweep possible stories 
under the rug because of fear, 
aithnr of Jafi or prosecutftoD. 

AS JORN MULLIGAN, 
secretary of the New Yorl^ Press 

Club, told the House Judiciary 
Subcommittee in reference to 
Bridge's case, Under that 
deciucNi, every news r^orter, 
rewrite man, newscaster or editor 
in the United States faces the 
prospect of going to jail." 

By the rights guaranteed in the 
constitution, no member of the 
press should be placed in danger of 
imprisonment for doing his job. If 
such restriction continues, the 
public will be digesting news 
simply at face value. What goes on 
beUnd the scenes wfll ramatai 
hidden. 

One reporters' journalistic 
conscience, however, could save 
the ideals of press immunity.

Researcher battles 
weather, isolation

Even though be was confronted 
by cold and isolation. Dale Vance 
describe tiis research in An- 
tarctica as a "fascinating ex- 
perience." 

Vance, of the Earth Sciraices 
Laboratory of National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration 
in Boulder, Cola, told of his ex- 
periences at Voetok, the Soviet 
research station in Antarctica, 
Thursday at an electrical 
engineering colloquium. 

ARRIVING AT Antarctica in 
December itTO, he said the 
physical adjustment was hard to 
make and the summo' worlc was 
the most difficult. 

The Antarctica treaty made his 
trip possible. The traa^ is a 
complete exchange of sefeiMAe 
information and persoimsl with 
(he Soviet Uni<Hi. He has been 
involved In (fab {H'ogram for 10 
years. 

Antarctica is composed of 
rodis, glaciers, mountain ranges 
and plateaus and is one and a lialf 
times larger than the United 
States, he said. 

"THE REASON for going to 
Aniartlea to do research is the 
magnetic field line of tlie eartii," 
Vance explained. "There is no 
radio waves or pollution to cause 
interference 

"The type of research being 
done involved a drilling program 
to find out tlie history of the world 
It is told by small 
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variations in the ice which is over 

a quarter of a million years old. 

"Vostok is the cold^t sfiot on 
the earth — 127 degress CmSow 
zero," he said. "Transportation is 
available only during December 
and January, and the station ts 
isolated the rest of the year. It is 
800 miles from the coast and 800 
mites from the next living soul." 

VANCE HELPED to run the 
station from December 1970 to 
January 1972 with 22 Soviets. 

For tiis worit in Antarctica, a 
mountain, Mt Vance, was named 
in his honor. He also received the 
Soviet Antarctic Medal presented 
to Urn in Leningrad in June. 

He has a BS degree in electrical 
engineering from the University 
of Colorado and is doing graduate 
work at CU in engineering design 
(electronic and economic 
cnrahiattonK 

He will return to AntuetlM In 
December.

Dr. Marian Weiss, 
professor and chairman of the 
institute of rahabUltation and 
reconstructive surgery at Warsaw 
Medical Academy, is touring 
tftatal cord treatment eentois to 
United StalMi 

THIS DOUBLE row of circular 
sprhigs, made of surgical steel, is 
implanted along either side of the 
spinal column and fixed In piaea 
with hooks in the column. 

Developed in i960 by Weiss and 
Ms coUeagues, the s|ffti^ have 
been used on 140 patients who 
arrived at the rehabilitation in- 
slitato wtOdn M bourt ol Injury. 
He reported on fli paHenli whose 
progress has been ft^owed for 
five yean or toiler. 

In addition to use in Poland, 
doctors in England and West 
Germany have treated about fiO 
cases with thlaaMllto^ IM wid 
in an intervieir. 

Dr. Paul Meyer Jr., head of the 
No-thwestem spinal cord trauma 
unit, said his hospital plans to 
begin using the springs, and Welia 
said he is seeking cooperatlea ef 
other American hospitals.

Civil defense system lies in wait

Civil defense in any commuiity 
relies on the coonUnatian and 
organixatloo of skiUed volunteera, 
co mmu nity officials, government 
tmgiM and public facilities. 

Tim Emergency Operation 
CMter (EOC). located In Hie 
Manhattan City Hall basement, is 
the nucleus of a system re^MHi- 
sible for Riley. Pottawatonta, 
Marshall^ and Wihwmm «atfe. 
mea. 

AN ARRAY of electronic 
communication equipment fills 
tlw tnifiU foom. 

If e«Bunercial dectrieal power 
&Ui, a generator In city haU will 
fowmr the eommunteattons 
equipment which can broadcast 
directly from the EOC. knocUqg 
out a broad mm ai ndio 
fkrequencies. 

A telephone is direct^ con- 
naetod to the Natloaal Warning 
System in Cheyenne Mountain, 
Ccdo. Other equipment includes a 
kmMband ptwee transmitter, a 
short-wave radio and a telephone 
which enables the center to 
Mmmunicate over fhe local 
television channels. On the first 
Monday of each month, a test 
message is broadcast ^ ttia 



8GT. NICK Edvy, Manhattan 
police officer and EOC coor- 
dinator, explained the plectron 
warning system utilized by the 
City. 

"Plectrons are actually in- 
tercoms with each unit in the city 
tied directly to the fwUce 
dispatcher desk. At the press of a 
button, communication is opened 
^ and an alarm can be sounded." 

Units are located at McCalls, 
public schools, the Farm Bureau 
«lfices and the USDA offices, lie 
said, but the city would like to 
expand the system to include the 
campus. However, "at HjPM a 
unit, they're dillieiilt to aeqiAc%** 
be added. 

The EOC li atoo on a direct line 
to the state weaflier center in 
Topeka. This enables early 
wamtaigi of up to tbtee bom 
before serious whcaflwr nMwes 
into the area. 

''Before we Mt the ^rens fcr a 
tornado warning, we must have an 
official sighting within a three- 
mile radius. This elimioates 
'crying wolf and residtiDg bl a 
disaster," Edvy said. 

THREE MINUTE Steady siren 
blasts indicate a natural 
ema^ency. and H> second In^ 
term it tent blatto feretell a 
nuclear attack. 

Wea tiler and military 
aggression are only two reasons 
for civil defense operations. 
Potential disasters are always 
powlbie taianbidnBtrialandtiVban 
society. 



Munition, fertilizer, nitrognv 
and explosive cargoes of oobk 
mercial transportatiim are a 
threat to rural and urban areas. 
Aircraft disastera, dvil disorders, 
ruptured pipelines, and major 
fires are only a few ottm' 
possibilities necessitating civil 
defense. 

"In an emergency, the people 
would be tlieir own worst disaster. 
I've been through it and I know 
wimt to expect I lived in Hungary 
when air raids were common 
occurrences. But here, the people 
haven't experienced these 
situations, and panic would be 
tfastar worst enstny. I only wish 
there was more public in- 
formation available," Edvy said. 

THERE ARE 85 buildings in 
Riley county which offer fallout 
protection. Located primarily m 
campus and in Manhattan, they 
accumulatively have space for 
42,eog people. Fif^ of these areas 
are marked, approved, and 
stocked with preservations, Edvy 
said. Twenl^-four emei^ency 
areas are located on campus. 

Nuclear protection was the 
mejor concern for dvil defense hi 
the past. However, Del Petty, 
Riley County director of civil 
deioiiBe. said natural dlsartsn 
have taken over top priority. 

"As of May, im, the Office of 
Civil Defense is Qw Defense Civfl 
Preparedness Agency. For years, 
civil defense was buried under the 
Department of ttw Army. But now 
that natural disasters are in the 
spotlight, the agency's national 
director is on par wilii a eaWnet 
post," Petty said. 

Contingency plans for 
p re v e n t i Hg or settling organized 
disturbances involve the sheriff 
department, tiighway patrol and 
city and canqwi police depart- 
roeatof Pet^ ^M. 

PETTY STRESSED the 

coordination of the various 
agendei which make "a close 
working relationship, whereby the 
Itft hand knows what the right 
hand is doing. And when the point 
is reached where the local 
agencies capabilities are 
inadequate to cope with the 
situation, there is immediate 
response from tiie civfl diimae 
system." 

But Petty pointed out that in an 
emergency, "you couldn't do 
anything without skilled volun- 
teers — they do a hell-of-a-job." 

The state emergency center is 
in the State Office Building in 
Topeka, A complex com- 
mimiGalion system is connected to 
each county and within seconds, 
every Kansan, rural or urban, can 
be warned of a peQ«ling

^tnanswill conduct the projects. 
However, they may use the grants 
only to provide -new w expanded 



PROGRAM TRAINING 
•enions will be geared to the 
needs of veterans who lack the 
equivalent 0t a high school 
d^loma.

school may continue in the 
program for additional training. 

Veterans are eligible for 61 
benefits during this preparation 
period, but the time spent in

Contemporary Forum 
covers economic issues 

Bctmomic issues of the presidenti^ electim were the Btibject oC a 
^^^ussion at the ContemDorarv Forum Sunday evening tod by Ribat 
^j^nn, dean of the College of Business Administration. 

Lynn considers this election to be a "good but not great cne for 
economic iasues. There are issues, but I think that the candidates have 
not done enough to clarify them," he said. He sees the main economic 
concerns of the voters and the two candidates as inflation, emidoyment 
aad taxes in that flviBr. 

"NIXON REGARDS inflation as a very big threat," Lynn said. He 
pointod out that one of NIxoq'b lesser publicized proposals, would give 
him power to cut aK>ropriations already made for this fiscal year. Using 
this type of spending lid to halt inflation the President could cut ap- 
propriations item 1^ item. Lynn said that in Ub personal opinion this 
would lead to enfs in meh **taiini«n" araw as public education and 
welfare. 

McGovern on the other tend not as concerned with inflatioa and 
would drop Nixon's economic program if elected, Lynn remarked. Lynn 
also said he doesn't beUeve that McGovern would drop military expenses 
from 0ie budget oithrely but wouM fibaie aoine of die uaneceeaary 
money into otiber areas.

ANSWER to a question on inflation, Lynn pointed out that most 
rations have hii^r taiflation ratet ttum the Uidted Stalie and stOt 
manage to grow economically.

Rallies increase 
McGovem hopes

It has become apparent 
followins G«orge McCfevern's 
swing throu^ the Midwest that his 
campaign for president is firndfy 
gaining momentum. 

In Kansas City Friday night, an 
estimated 25,000 BfcGovern 
siqppQrters atlmded a rally for the 
Democratic candidate. They 
jammed Kansas City's Union 
Station shouting support for 
BIcGovern's programs mid their 
cKsapproval of rr e shtoul Wmm*B 
policies. 

In St. Louis (Tom Eagleton's 
hometown) Saturday, more than 
S,000 beard McGovem sprak 
about his decision to drop Eagletoa 
from the ticket. Eagleton stood 
beside McGovem there and called 
McGovem "a very decent man, an 
eutstandiiig leate mid my good 
roenci. 

TALK AMONG oews media 

representatives at a news con- 
ference in Kansas City Saturday 
revealed that they believe 
McGofvem's Kansas Oty n&epldm 
and his recent reception in Iowa 
were bright spots in his entire 
campaign. 

McGovem himself said at the 
news conference that he was 
"tremendously heartened by the 
rally Friday night*' and that he has 
been pleased with the crowds at 
lus rallies throughout the country 
since Labor Day. 

McGovem admitted that the 
polls "don't show us strong/' but 
added they do show movemeitf in 
an upward direction. 

Oertabdy, McGovem siqiporters 
must make two considerations in 
the assessment of their can- 
didate's apparent surge in 
popularity: 

— McGovem still Is doing 
misefabl^ in the poUs. He has 
moved up recently, but has not 
become a strong contender poll- 
wise. 

—The election is only five weeks 
away. Hubert Hwnphrey made an 

llth hour surge in 1968 and almost 
defeated Nixon. But Humphrey 
started his surge from a better 
position than McGovem is ia now. 

HOWEVER. POLLS are not 
election results. Harry Trvmm 
proved that in 1948. 

Rallying citizens, thousands of 
them shouting, cheering, sup- 
porting George BIcGovem as they 
did Friday in Kansas City — this 
kind of enthusiasm for a candidate 
cannot be overlooked. 

Every presidential election is 
different from the ofliars. Cer- 
tainly, the 1972 election is peculiar 
in some ways. Neither candidate 
in 1972 is particularly popular 
among the American pubUc. Nixon 
couldn't win any popularity 
contests last summer before 
McGovern, the **other alter- 
native," was nominated Then he 
jumped to a commanding poll 
lead. 

Now, witti the election getting 
closer, McGovem surges. We'll 
have to see, but this last jump, if it 
continues, could end in an election 
uritfa a surprising outcome. 

It might not be too late for 
George McGovem to win, despite 
the polls. It's the whole American 
vote that counts. 
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General Motors stuck 
with lemons-er, cars 



Anybody here want a new car or two? 
WeU, they're not exactly new, and they 
aren't what you'd call the aafest can in tbe 
world, but — here, let me explain. 

General Motors has this pr(k>lem. It has 
1,U3 unfinished 1972 Novas, Camttw and 
Firebirds a t one of its plants. The cars were 
left unfinished when the United Auto 
Workers went out on strike. The workers 
will be back on the job Wednesday, and the 
cars will be completed, but they can't be 
Mid in the United States because th^ dflii*t 
meet the latestaminlaa control and lalify 
regulations. 

AT FIRffT, Gfloeral Motors announced 
that the cars would be exported to Canada, 
where they don't have such piclQr emission 
controls. The Canadian government, a 
bunch of old spoilspu'ts, asdied GM not to 
seU the cars in Canada, and the company 
complied. 

Strangely enough, I happen to have a 
second cousin who is hi^y placed at GM. 
(At least, at family reunions be claims he is 
tidghly placed. ! don't think Special 
Assistant to the Vice President for 
Recessed Windshield Wipers is such a great 
title — but then, I don't for an 
automobile compaqy). 

Cousin Norbert hu kindly filled me in on 
what has been going on in Detroit these 
days as executives try to find a market for 
l,ltS of last year's cars. 

"Actually," Norbert said, "the Canadian 
government refused another offer. At first, 
we were just going to put the cars on the 
open market in Canada. When they vetoed 
that idea, we offered to sell the cars only in 
Quebec, when ^ chances were that Uiey 
would do damage only to French-Canadian 
Quebec nationalists. We were surprised 
when the govamUMiit turned us down." 

'The Actb« Vice President for Mded 
Dashboards came 19 with a brilUant idaa," 
Norbert told me. "He said we should seU 
ttie cars to Uganda, where the government 

could give them away to the Asians who are 



being forced out of the country. A new car 
might take some of the sting out of being 
made lo leave flie counlry. fte Ugandtoi 

were willing, but their national budget is 
pret^ limited, and they couldn't afford tbe 
cars.*' 

"I never realized that getting rid of some 
unsafe, outdated cars could become a 
matter of global Importance," I said. 

"IN THE automobile business, we take 
pride in our worldwide respoasibiUties," 
Nflcbirt repliad. *«Por examplB. the 
Director of Power Window Button Design 
suggested that if Canada wouldn't take the 
ears, maybe Mexico would. But the com- 
pany's legal experts vetoed that one. Tley 
were afraid that Cesar Chavez and his gang 
would learn that we were dunvtog 
American rejads south of the border, and 
then our cars would be bo^ottad like 
grapes and lettuce/* 

"Isn't there anyplace you can piO ItaM 
lem — uh, cars?" I asked. 

**Weil, we were approached by a group of 
Arab guerillas who wanted to send the cars 
as a 'peace offering' 10 Golda Meir and 
other flMfmbers of the Israeli govanuMn^ 
but our credit department luilied thsm 
down. No permanent address." 

"IS THE COMPANY just going to have to 
take a loss on those cars?" I asked. 

"Maybe not," said Norbert. "This is 
highly confidential, of course, but we think 
we've found a buyer. A grotqi of democrats 
who hate McGovem are talking seriously 
about purchasing the cars secretly, and 
giving them to the McGovem campaign for 
the use of field woiters. Then the donors 
will cfMne out as Democrats for Nixon and 
denounce McGovem for accepting cars 
that pdlute America's air." 

"What if that deal falls through?" I 
wondered out loud. 

"We aren't too wnried," Nortwrt said. 
"We've got a group of liberal Republicans 
lined up want lo d» tile sana tiUag to 

Nixon."

Bombers hit buildup areas 



SAIGON (AP) - U.S. B52 
bombers dropped hundreds of tons 
of explosive Sunday near two 
North Vietnamese parts and on 
enemy bulldtip arefts aronad 
Saigon. 

Informants said the strato- 
emlsiQK eight-Jet aircmft made 
the strikes, after getting 
clearance from Washington, in 
response toa fresh wave of enemy 
attacks in South Vietnam. 

Tlwy were the deep^t strikes 
by His faiMi Nwtti ^^tliiiHii in 
six months. 

SOURCES SAID ttW ^-Rionth 

bombing campaign over North 
Vietnam and the mining of its 
ports was not stopping all the war 
materials moving by truck and 
rail from China and by lighter 
from Chinrae freighters anchored 
away from the danger zone. 

Preceding the BS2 raids was a 
third successive day of more than 
3(K) strikes across North Vietnam 
by smaller Air Force, Navy and 
Marine fighter-bombers, the U.S.

Presented as a part of the 
Expoimental Theater and New 
Playwright programs at K-State, 
the play is directed by Norman 
Fedder and the set was designed 
by Carl Heinrichs, bodl aeaoeiate 
professors of theater. 

Bert said the story d Jeremiah 
attracted him because Jeremiah 
.( whad a "greater love for the people 
of Judah than any other prophet, 
and yet his message was a 
judgment against them." 

Often called the "weeping 
prophet." Jeremiah spoke and 
wrote in Judah in the sixth and 
seventh centuries B.C. His 
messages ctm^ined bitter con- 
demnations of the people of Judah 
with hopeful anticipation of a 
future when they would again 
deserve and receive the h | filing» 
of God. 



JEREMIAH'S ministry was 

terminated after the fall of 
Jerusalem to the armies of 
Nebuchadnezzar in 586 B.C. Soon 
after that date Jeremiah disap- 
peared. A Jewish stay claims 
that the atiles tii Judah stoned 
him to death. 

The play tells this story and 
shows Jeremiah in contact and 
conflict with a variety of people. 
He is made a fool by His cousin and 
fiancee, cast out of tiie temple, 
imprisoned and then re)eeled tQr 
his society's outcasts. 

"The people got the idea that 
Jeremiah was an anti-Judean 
traitor," Bert explained. "But 
inspite <rf this he kept trying to 
reach out to Sie peq^.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A key 
official in the effort to reform the 
world monetary system predtets 
that concrete, comprehensive 
proposals will be worked out and 
OR die table tor poesible action by 
next September. 

Jeremy Morse, former 
ececuttve dhrectu' of the Banic of 
England and now head of a panel 
of deputy finance ministers 
assigned to monetary refiorm, said 
failure to meet t^t target ia 
forming an outline would mean 
**we were slipiring." 

"We've certainly made an 
extremely good start," the tall, 
thin Morse said in an interview. 
"Ifiere's a strong impetus. Ttmt 
impetuses can die away; you have 
to catch them while they're

committee of 20 finance ministers 
and central bankers named Sept 
21 to reform the world monetary 
system. He said his optimism is 
based on the attitudes shown by 
his colleagues at the annual In- 
ternational Mooetary FunA 
meeting here.

make rapid priogress on reform, 
coiii^ wltti rosy statemente of 
individual countries, "points to a 
desire which 1 think they nearly 
all fed to have definite eooerete 
proposals before ^bam hf 
Nairobi," he said.

Of the two varieties developed 
at Hays, Smith said, ap- 
proximately 10 per cent of the 
total effort was by students who 
worked mainly during the sum- 
mer.

Mark Cooney picked off a pass 
and rambled es yards for a touch- 
down that led the Colorado Buf- 
faloei to a 38-17 Parents Day 
victory over K-State Saturday. 

Cooney's InlHotpticm came in 
the fourth quarter as the Cats 
were drivii^ into Buff territory, 
trailing 24-17. The Cats had 
marched from their own 27 to the 
Buff 30 when disaster struck. 
Dennis Morrison had just poued 
to John Goerger for a gain d 16 
yards. Morrison was looking for 
Goerger again when his pass was 
tipped at the line of scrimmage by 
Lennie Ciufo and pldLed off by 
Cooney. The 6'4". 224 pound 
defensive tackle thundered down 
tbt ikie line with a convoy of 
teammates as escorts for the 
touchdown that nude the score 31- 
17 and put the game out of reach 
f«r tbe Ckte. 

UNTIL COONEY'S run, it 
appeared the Cats might pull an 
upset over the highly favored 
Buffs. Down 21-10 at the half, the 
Cats came out of the dressing 
rootn fired-up and marched 73 
yards in eight plays for their 
second touchdown, as Don 
Calhotm swept left end from the 
three for the score. Keith 
Brumley's octm petnt made iw 

score 21-17. 

The Buffs made the score 24-17 
on a 46-yard fidd goal by Fred 
Lima, which was set-up by an 
alert run from punt formation by 
John Stearns. Tlie Butt punter 
scrambled for 22 yards and a first 
down when he noticed that no K- 
Staters were rushing the piu^ but 
rather faUing back for a poislble 
return.

Because they believe in it's 
pwventtonqualitieSk many people 
supplemtnt tlieir nei^ witli 
Vitamin C pUls. 

"THEV DO help buUd up body 
rteliteDot," Mike Bums, joint 
RMMiger in etorge of niMt 
processing in animal science, 
said, "and also when you talie 
ttwm with a cold fliey dsiieaie 
congestion." 

Bums, who has bean taking 
Vltanrin C piUs for **qtille a 
while," said it had been almost 
two years since he had a cold. He - 
said one of Hie major ingredlMits 
in commer^ cold lemediea li 
Vitamin C. 

"Fm kind of skeptical about any 
miracle remedies," he said. 
"After all, when your re^tantt is 
down, you could get a cold. And 
Vitamin C buUds ywr tmMatt 
ce" 

Breaks in the mucous m«n- 

brane increase the chances fra* 
colds. When the bocfy is getting 
enou^ Vitamin C. breaks are leas 
likely to develop in the mucous 
membrane. The key word is 
"wjough." 

'*UNDER THE theory of those 
who take Vitamin C pills," LucUle 
Wakefield, head of the foods and 
nutrition department, said, "when 
one is good, they think 100 are 
better." 

She said this is not the case. 

Bradshaw said he did not tiiink 
Vitamin C iwevented colds. But 
pointed out some doctors and 
researchers have published 
reports an Vitamin C being an 
anti-cancer drug and that it 
reduces the chance of fractures. 

SOME STUDENTS who play 

University sports are given 
Vitamin C pills regularly. 

"One coach says that taking 
Vitamin C pills keeps you from 
develqping muscle soreness," Bob 
Qbee, junior in business, who is on 
the track team, said. 

"We give Vitamin C pills to 
them in wintertime during 
basketisall season," Porky 
Morgan, team trainer, said, 
"because in unusual quantities it 
doesn't seem to hurt ttum any and 
it might help." 

Morgan said he taka vitamin 
pills sometimes, but oidy because 
the piUi are "like candy.**

Threat to Saigon Vemote' 



SAIGON (AP) — Gwemment 
troops made a helicopter assault 
against Communist-led forces 12 
miles north ol Saigon Monday. 
South Vietnam's military com- 
mand contended the enemy 
penetration posed no sertom 
threat to the capital. 

North Vietnamese and Vtet 
Cong infiltrators seized a cluster 
of hamlets along Highway 13 near 
Saigon four days ago and 
government infantrymen have 
been trying since to dislodge 
Ihem. Unconfirmed field rqiorti 
said two bamleU were recspturod 
betw«en noMi and dusk. 

U.S. military sources believe 
the enemy is trying to tie down 
government troops while its 
larger forces slip maSam^ stiU 
closer to Saigon. 

WHILE THE over all threat to 
the capital is regarded as remote, 
Amerlcen otttelali fear the 
prospect is Increasing daily of 
headline-catching rocket and 
ii^qwr attacks against Saigon and 
ttie nearby Tan Son Nhut air base 
and the Bin Hoa miUtary complex. 

To counter the threat, W.S. B52 
bombers have been pounding tiie 
Saigon Bhrar corridor, ■ long-tlnie 
infiltration route along which 
most of the North Vietnamese 
r^^r forces are concentrated. 

The enemy fwce, estimated at 
8,000 men, is entrenched in and 
around the vOlaie nf Huong 
Phuong and half a dnien oesiliy 
hamlets.

You wiU go to St 
Mary's Uoapital where they have 
an orthopedic specialist" This 
statement Is nialoattiig and 
partially inaccurate. 

The ortlK^iedic specialist to 
whom Mumaw makes reference is 
a member of the medical staff of 
Memorial Hospital as well as St 
Mary's Hospital, so the patient 
has a choice of hospitals. This is as 
it should be. Reporter Mumaw 
was either misinformed or 
mislead if told he must go to a 
q^ecific hospital for the medical 
service he required. 

A physician, for personal 
reasons, may prefer one hospital 
to the oOmr. but such pr^ftidice 
shouldn't preclude the patient's 
right to choose the hospital of his 
pnfereDce. In a very fps li^ 
stances there may be no choice, 
but only because one of two 
hospitals deesnf t offer a spaetflc 
aervice.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
r e e ee re l i group aeioeieted with 

connimer advocate Ralph Nad«> 
enumerated alleged irr^ularitieB

questions about the govemmettf ■ 
artificial-heart program. 
The organization allied that 

the National Institute of Health 
overstated the success of its ar- 
tiileial-taeart program tn an an* 
nouncement last March, failed to 
monitor research contracts 
properly and hunpned iw ef- 
fectiveness of tta otHiide rmlm 
coounittees. 

The report, written by Dr. 
Disney Wolfe of the Health 
Research Group, followed a story 
by The Anocia ted Press lut weeii 
on the artificial-heart program. 
Tbe story, wliich disclosed that 
NIH officials have trimmed tfa^ 
claims of success for a nuclear- 
powered artificial heart, covered 
much the same ground as the 
Nader report The report was in 
progress before tbiC story ap- 
peared. 

THE MARCH announcement 
said that govemmaot contracton 
had "developed" the first totaUy 
implantable arUfidal heart and 
nuclear power source for use in 
anUnals, and poHlh^ senwday In 
man. 

Due to the Columbus Day 
hoUday, NIH officials could not be 
rrached for comment on Oia 
Nader group's assertions. 

The r^ort called on Llowell 
Harmison, a nuclear engineer who 
is second in command of the ar- 
tificial-heart prognun, to remove 
his name from a commercially 
manufactured heart pump that 
has received .$4*1 ntiiUlon In 
federal funds.

Chang is, in fact, Yao's superior 
on the revolutionary comiittee 
that rules Shanghai, but in the 
Conununist world deputies often 
outrank the top men. 

Moscow repeatedly presents the 
idea that the question of suc- 
cession in Peldng is clouded by a 
continuing and deep split in the 
top loidership that likely will lead 
to a power struggle after Mao. 
This view is held by a number of 
Western China watchers as well. 

GUESSING ABOUT the future 
of the Chinese leadership is a 
perilous eecupation in any event. 
There Is a certain logic in aU these 
prognostications, but it would t>e 
no surprise if Chou has been 
purposely clouding the picture. 

If a collective emerged there is 
a good chance that eventually it 
would go the way of "collectives" 
in other Communist-ruled nations. 
After Joseph Stalin died, tile 
Soviet Union — with European 
Communists otwdiently following 
suit — proclaimed a colleettve 
leadership. It seemed a clumsy 
arrangement for a dictatorship, 
and before long Nikita Klirush- 
chev decoUecttvized it After he 
fell, a new "coUective" emerged, 



but lately the party boss seems a .J 
good deal more equal imn Ms 

supposed equals. 

The way matters look from a 
distance, Chou is at present the 
single most powerful man in 
China after Mao. In all probability 
he will wield power after Mao, bat 
it could be that Chou, the diplomat 
and fence-mender, would arrange 
to have the succeeding regime 
take on ttie koli of a ooUoettva.

Military vote 
ruled invalid 

Military personnel living at Ft. 
lU^y shoiikl not count on vexing in 
state and local electlans diki year. 
Attorney General Vern Miller's 
ruling that persons not living 
within a cify coukl register on 
election day has been ruled in- 
valid in Riley County by County 
Attorney lany McGrafli. 

Miller's ruling would allow any 
eUgiUe person stationed at Ft 
Riley to vote in state and local 
elections at an established voting 
place. Until Miller's ruling it was 
presumed military persons 
residing on a federal reservation 
could not vote in a state election. 

McGrath said Miller's ruling 
was not issued 90 days before tlw 
election date. Kansas law 
prohibits establishment of 
townships 90 days or less before 
an election date. 

The county commissioners were 
not able to establish township 
boindries for Ft. Riley because of 
the time ruling. Federal law 
prohttiits voting on federal land 
Any township boundries applying 
to Ft Ril^ would have to include 
an «rea outside of the military 
nipvation for a voting booth. 

Im of Oct 4, no military per- 
sflSal have applied to voli in 
R^ county. McGrath recom- 
mi^hds the county commissioners 
in^fwiitj' Gl«k not establisfa any 
provision for mOttaiy

Prisons imd 
new methods

One^udf of the persons released 
from prison are teek la within five 
years. Surely prison refom hasn't 
made prison so appealing that 
inniates don't wish to leave. 

No» more likely they can't 
adapt to eulalia Mfe. mm are 
laany arguments that treatment 
for lawbreaking should be mh* 
stituted for ounishment. 

PUNISHMENT often produces 
imwuited characteristics. It often 
cunea an indhpiitaal to sechide 

himself from society and become 
bitter. It develops caution instead 
of reform. While in prison the 
inmate learns more tricks and 
precautiens. And, worst of all, 
punishment ends constructive 
efforts. Society tends to tiiink once 
the individual is committed to 
prison; the problem has been 
solved. i 

Bobby Rhay, warden of 
Washington State Prison in Walla 
Walla, Wash., realizes that the 
problem hasn't been solved. 1,200 
ooBviete of this prison aie man- 
bers of a radical flig^erlmiat la 
prison reform. 

Iliese inmates elect an inmates' 
council with real power to help 
govern the institution. A 
"resid^t" is permitted to dress as 
he wishes, wear a beard, long hair 
or even an earring, write and 
receive uncensored noail, decorate 
his cell. Also tiwre are fUrlou^, 
day trips, work and tfi^ilBg 
releases available. 

PRISONERS ARE given back 
their individuality and can start 
developing themselves into con- 
structive persons. Iliey can learn 
to function in this society iQr glvi^ 
instead of taking. 

Communication channels can be 

rned between the inmate and 
out^ world. There is much to 
be teamed from botii skies and 
there are other ways of getting 
through to prison administrations 
than riots and work boycotts. 

Maybe after this experiment, 
other prisons can adopt this 
principle. Maybe inmates can 
again Uve in the '*real" world.

wounded — 29 of them marshals 
hit by gunfire as rioters whooped 
around the wWte-columned 
Lyceum building all night, like 
i^juns with a wagon train at bay. 
It was more than a riot 
Other riots have had higher 
death tolls, worse destructloa 
This one was special because It 
stemmed from a bead-to-head test 
of federal versus state power. 
White Mississippi vibrated wifll 
undertones of hysterical rebellion. 

The state's effort ot block 
federal court orders that Ole Miss 
admit Meredith had finally bdled 
down to who was boss, the Unilsd 
States or Mississippi. 

MEREDITH was brought on 
campus on a fine Sunday evening. 
Iten was Joita touch of fall In 
ttieair. 

"Where were you when they 
started throwing bricks and 
shooting buUets?" the reporter 
asked as they stroUed past the 
library. 

"In Baxter Hall. That's a men's 
dormitory, way down at the far 
end of llie campus. Me and soma 
mar t»^¥ I went to bad, got a 
gaod mgbt's sleep." 



rr WAS Oct. 1, IMS. 

On the next Aug. 18 he became 
the first black graduate of the 
Uidverrity of MMsslppl. 

His diploma cost the federal 
government $5 million in troop 
and bodyguard expeiues. He 
never spent a campus day 
unguarded. The last 2S0-man 
detachment of soldiers pulled out 
24 days before he graduated but 
marshals remained to ttie end. 

Mer«dith Inristed he doesnU 
recall much of the tumult and 
shouting, the tension, the glares, 
die way everybody woidd get up 
and leave when he walked bits d» 
student cafeteria to eat. 

IF LOOKS could bum he'd have 
gone up in smoke as he walked 
coolly on die bostUe nmpus, 
outwardly as serene as the eye in 
the center of the hurricane. 

"You saw a lot more of that then 
than I did because I blocked a lot 
of it out," he said. "I just refused 
to see bad things, wouldn't 
recognize them . . 

"What I remember best about 
the whole year," be continued, 
"was wslUng up this same hill 
we'n on now after leaving the 
Lyceum.

"Education wasn't any part of 
it I had accomplished my mission 
when I forced the Kennedys into 
reacting," he added.

HE PAUSED at the top of the 
low hill and looked back.

(AP) — After six years of blind- 
nets, Charies Oilman has tali ri^t 
back.

"It's like being bom again," 
Gllman said llicoday. reealllng 
the two weeks since Dr. Robert 
Machamer of Miami's Bascom- 
PaUner Eye Instftule auoooeafully 
operated on a AMtMitetod 
retina disease. 

"That's the only way I can- 
describe it Every day is an ex- 
citing adventure because I know 
I'm going to see snnetfatng new." 

FOR THE LAST six years 
Gilman has lived in a world people 
by his mind's eye, operating a 
small concession booth at a Fort 
Lauderdale post office amwx. But 
ttiat*i all changed now as he plays 
a constant game of "guess who" 
in identifying hia regular 
customers.

"Concepts c( the human being and whether or not there are times ttiat 
the machine should have certain rights is presumed to be the contents of

BECAUSE, HE explains, the 
GP is being replaced by a medical 
specialist — the "family 
pliysician" who will imtfM a 
new kind at medicine:

— He will treat at least 80 per 
cent or more of your health 
eonplaints. 

— He will quarterback your 
care when you need a surgeon, 
pediatrician or other ipectaiilat;

They may serve it all 
as residents in medical schools cr 
in community hospitals, or divide 
it into one year ol intemsli^ and 
two years of residency — the same 
length of training required of 
many other specialists. 

As of this fall, 106 approved 
residency programs are located in 
medical schools and bo^taii and 
wiU t>e filled by young men ai^ 
women seeking to become family 
physicians. Mere programs are 
pending for «if«cted ^NHroval 
soon.

a new service available to ttiem 
tbrougb the Center fcr Student 
Devdoiniieiit -~- program 
development and research. 

"This is a combined rtaearch 
andemikiition'type service," said 
Hike Lynch, assistant pnfcMor 
at tile center. "We conduct 
i HMi mli studiee mainly hi the 
aiw of student personnel and 
student persooael services." 

Lgmeh, new on the staff at the

"WE BVALUATE the ef- 
f«ctiv«nMi of programs the 
center now offers and try to see if 
these programs are meetii^ their 
goals and objectives," he said. 
*'We also try to determine what 
new needs students have which we 
could help diem meet. In this way 
we're able to design new 
programs to nuet these needs." 

This evaluative service Lynch 
supplies for programs coming 
from the center la also avnIlaUe to 
student organizations on a coo* 
suiting basis. Lynch said 

"We provide a consulting 
service for student organizatiorB 
that wish to develop a program 
which wtil meet a particular need 
tbqr ice oo oampii,'* l^ynch laid. 



New program

EUGENE, Ore. (AP) — Two 
University of Oregon educators 
say they have shown that children 
from poor families can ieam as 
quickly as other children. 

Wesley Becker and Siegfried 
Engelmann are directors of the 
FiriJow Tbroagh program, in 
which 10,000 poor children from 
kindergarten through the third 
grade are being taught ia SB mm 
throughout the U.S. 

Thepurpoeeof the program is to 
fauUd on pogwie nude by tte 
Head Start program, a pre- 
lundergarten program for poor 



BECKER AND Engelmann, 
with their staff of » at llie 
university, devdflp courses of 
studly in reading aod arithmetic, 
^pervlion «« trtined to check 
on course pngraM around the 
country. 

Each teacher mcnuviies the 
course material. There is a ratio 
of three teachers for each 25 or 30 
ddldrM. 

Most of die teachers aft parents 
of llie children, altliou^ owe is a 
trained teadmr In cadi room. 

Frequent examinations are 
fIvMi to make sure the children 
are being tauglit properly. 

Some of the students are 
retarded. Engelmann said they 
can midie good progreae. 

THE CHILDREN are taught at 
a faster pace than " 
and dMgr are tan 
day. 

Becker beUevci that cUUrea in 
moat achoote loce neariy IS per 
cent of the achool year beeauie of 
cancellation of daaiee fcr •ebool 

assemblies, teacher abttacM, 
and other causes. 

He said schools need qualify 
oontnd, or a check on how ttttch 
chikb«n are learning. 

"The kids will perform m wdl 
as the teacher teaches and it 
makes no difference what their 
race is," Becker said. 



"We try to help tliem develop a 
means to assess wtedicr die need 
actually exists and also whether 
die program they propose would 
be successful in meeting ttioee 
needs. Any student group is free to 
cmne in and take advantage of 
dds service." 

Lynch stressed the importance 
of receiving feedbat^ and reac- 
ttons from students eooosndng 
programs offered by the center in 
order for the center's evaluations 
lite 



Hopefully, t>y going through tUs 
seminar, stoff membras wfD be 
better able to dml with some of 
the problems students present to 
ttwm. If it was aoeesisfttl, wa'D 
try to strengttien areas students 
feel positive about and to improve

"MUCH OF THE input we get 
comes irom rs p r es e iitnttves of 

stodent ra^anizations who come in 
and express their needs or as 
feedback from coitferences we 
have with students," he said. 
* 'Probably we get most of our 
information from surveying irttii 
questionnaires, simply because 
we can reach more people ttiat 
way." 

He added that feedback is not 
limited to students but also is 
received from parents and faculty 
from time to time. 

An example of the type of 
program with which Lynch works 
was a sex and ethics seminar 
offered to residence hall staff 
membos this fall, in an effort to 
better equip them to handle 
student problems in the areas of 
sex, morality and ethics. Lynch 
currently is in the process of 
evaluating the effectiveness of the 
seminar. 

"It remains to be seen how 
beneficial this program was.

Complaint asks aid halt 
to 'land-grant complex' 

WASHINGTON ( AP) — A citizens' group Wednesday asked for a court 
order barring federal aid of $750 million a year to land-grant university 
{x^i^ams, contending ttie money mostty beneflti big agribusiness ftmn 
intead of small farmers and others. 

The legal action group, including five orgsnizatims and 12 individuals* 
filed suit in federal (fishict court here against the Department of 
Agriculture and the Department of Health, Educa tion and Welfare. 

Spokesmenfor flieagencieiBaid they had nocomm^tat this time. 

THE COMPLAINT asked for a permanent injuction barring federal 
aid to a "land-grant complex" of 70 universities, agricultural reaearcb 
and experiment stations and federal-state extension services until new 
guidelines are adopted. 

"These standards and guidelin« must insure the . . . apparatus m- 
dudes a majority membership representing legitimate qKikesmen for 
consumers, environmen ta lis ts , independent family farmers, farm 
workers, minorities, small town businessmen, nmlpubUc officials and 
other interests," the complaint said. 

Land-grant cdl^es and universities were set up ori^nally 1^ the 
Morrill Act of 1862 which provided grants of land to endow ttie In- 
stitutions. Federal funds are provided annually under formulas to help 
carry out agricBHafid fiaseR^ rani 



THE LAWSUIT charged USDA and HEW with operating the programs 
in violatiOT of civil rights laws, of discrimination in enqitoyment and 
distribution of benefits and grants and tbe use of federal money to help

The lawsuit, spokesmen said, was an outgrowth of a r^;>ort issued last 
May, called "Hard Tonoatoes, Hard Times," by ttie Afflfanitaeas Ac- 
countability Project.

American optimism 
may be buiMliig lor that tmam 
and because pendstent reports say 
Kissinger and North Vietnamese 
negotiators are centering their 
discussions on the possible 
midmn of the Soutti \n^iiamese 
govenudflol itfter tfae ii ^Mi^ 
ends. 

But that optimism is ill-founded. 
Ron Ziegler, President Nixon's 
press secretary, ifiseredlted the 
notion that the extended 
negotiations had anything to do 
wiUi the coming elections. 

Oh, sure. These negotiations 
have nottdng at all to do witii the 
coming elections. Therms only 
three ways the Nixon ad- 
ministration could treat the 
negotiations. 

One, it would be really great for 
the President to announce a few 
days before the election that 
negotiations had been completed 
and that the substance of the talks 
amounted to a definite end to the 
fighting in Vietnam. 

TWO. SHOULD Nixon win the 
election, he coidd announce a few 
days after the election that the 
same results mentioned above 
were achieved by tiie talks. This 
again would give him an ad^ 
vai^ige, Uds time by making the 
people of America happy, for at 
least a while, with the ad- 
ministration. 

Three, again if Nixon should win 
in November, he could tell the 
people what they've been ex- 
pecting all along — the 
negotiations didn't accomplish a 
thing and we're at the same 
deaSock we've be«i at for years.

You 
go into the store, show, whatever, in a black 
community, and tbere'a ahvays white 
management But ttie white man doesn't 
ha ve to come out of Ui llltte afaali lii tovn to 
talk to blacks. 

Most fatacks just want to have better 
empl^ment, housing, standards of living. 
You get tired of just standing back lodging, 
and seeing tiiat someone else is always 
doing better than you and that you're not 
going to get a chanoe to girt 0iat job, make 
ttiat money. 

I bdieve I have a responsibility after I 
graduate to achieve my own goob. And I 
also have a responsibility to my family to 
let my brothers and sisters know they can 
do it if they just try. I know that if I failed a 
college, tiiey would just look at me and see 
that you couldn't make it. It's really getting 
hard for ttie little kids in school — it's easy 
for them to turn into junkies or potheads or 
wtiatever.

Halfway house plans 
wait final approval 



Manhattan may soon have a 
"balfiray house " for probationers 
and parolees. A state legislative 
committee is to make a flnal 
dedaion on the matter before the 
end of the year. 

"A halfway house provides 
community facilities for in- 
(fivlduals on probatloo or return 
nees from correctional in- 
stitutions. From these facilities 
and treatment programa, we hope 
to better prepare them for 
rea4justment to their problems or 
to the outside world," said Earl 
Dreher. Rttqr Caunly prabttfoa 
officer. 

THE HALFWAY house would 
probably serve the same counties 
served by Dreher. These are 
Riley, Clay and Marshall coun- 
Ues. It would accomodate ap- 
proximaMsr If pmmmt pnlwblsr 
all men. 

Residents of the halfway house 
would abide by housa'a ndas and 
keep their individual nxnns clean 
along with helping with house 
dMra.

When Lombardo nmde a silver-dollar-size opening above flw priest's 
left ear, it was the neurosurgeon's first close-up look at a living brain.

K-State is one of the 70 land-grant universities named in a lawsuit fitod 
Wednesday by a citizens' group in Washington, D.C. The suit could cut 
off $750 million a year in government aid to land-grant univemfy 
programs. 

The group filing the suit contends that the programs, agricultural 
research and experiment stations and federal-state extension services 
are working for the benefit of agribil^MH tad iKIge eofponitt fiuaH 
rattier than tbe unaU, indtviduat Huniara. 

THE SUIT was filed in a fMeiil district court against ttoDepartnie^ 
of Agriculture and the Department (rf Health, Education and Wdfare. 
Included in the group were five organizations and 12 indi^duals. 

One of Itee individuals is a farmer trom Wam^4 Fmd KWul 
Kilian, an active member in the Natiooal Ftrmere Oi^ei^ttt^ 
unavailable for comment Ttniraday. 

A man whodescribedUmBCif aBXilian'asecretary, but refused to give 
his own name, said the suit wae a result of maoirfaeier^ one of themi^ 
being tiigh taxes.

Supersfitious ? Stay home today!

Suffering from tris- 
kaideka phobia? Daunting over 
Friday's headaches or tests? 
Superstitious? If so^ stay in bed, 
cover up your head and pray fat 
^ the return (rf the glaciers — for 
' today won't be your day. 

Friday the 13th has always been 
labeled an "unlucky day" fw 
anyone. Just where this super- 
stition originated from is classless 
and beyond aay natixw's boun- 
daries. 

TRtSKAIDEKAPHOBIA Is the 

fear of 13. For any student with 
this phobia, evon a dollar bill is an 
unlucky omea 

The United State's Great Seal, 
m the back, has a truncated 
pyramid of 13 steps and an eagle 
with 13 arrows in one talon, a 
branch with 13 leaves in tie otiier 
claw and a tail witii 13 feathers. 
There also are 13 stars above its 
head and 13 str^m <» Uw shield. 

These, of course, 8ymt>olize the 
original 13 colonies and that was 
^ considered good luck — eacqit 
\^ maybe for die British. 

The shortest dictionary 
definition of superstition is "belief 
in magic or luck; opinion, act 
practice tused on this; false 
religion." It has been also used a 
pejorative description of an ar- 
tide of faith opposed toorltwdeKy 
— at even heterodoxy. 

Reformers have branded 
conservative vtem.of suptr- 



ONE PSYCHOLOGIST iden 
tified it as "the compulsion of tlie 
irrational." Another notirni was 
noted in philosophy that spoke of 
' ' ihe deviation of the sense of lo^c 
which, using correct faete, 
produces completely wrmig 
deductions from them." 

"Superstition has two cooo^ 
in modem life," William Koch, 
assistant professor of English, 
said. He teaches K-Stale's only 
folklore class and has co-authmed 
a book on Kansas folklore. 

"Many people consider 
superstition as idle whimsey and 
foolishness. Folklorists. on the 
odier band. Interpret superstitiMi 
as a practice or belief Ifaat is 
harmful," Koch said. 

Basically, superstitions are 
signs other than whimsey. 
Historically, they were lesser 
events preielling a greater event, 
he added. 

THOUGH THERE is wide 
disagreement among these ex- 
perts, lliey all agree that sup«r 
stition is as old as mankind — and 
practically immortal. It may 
dun^ its form or motivation but 
once established, superstition is 
almost impoesit^ to destniy. 

Often, It's a half-conscious 
action, gesture or practice which 
makes it hard to overcome by 
conscious effort, Koch said. 

Kewsweek magazine reported 
that "superstition is in- 
destnictsble, . . . because in East 
and West alike, it has bees 
OHomerialized . . . 



No figures were calculated over 
the actual mamilacturing and 
trading volume of rabbits' feet, 
good luck charms, amulets, the 
endless paraphernalia of white 
and black magic, but. — the ar- 
ticle said — "the amount would 
add up to a staggering total. 

"Statistics show tiiat in the 
United Stetes alone about $200 
milliMi is spent annually on 
astrologers, clairvoyants, fortune 
tellers and their puiiHeatleiie aad 
nostrums." 

TWO CLASSIC ecamples of 
good-and-bad-hick superstitions 
are those ccmnected wltti IMday 
and the number 13. 

Friday is generally considered 
an unlucky day because it was the 
day of the Crucifixion. Altiiough 
this nuiy have strengthened the 
belief, Friday was considered 
unlucky before the birth of Christ. 

The Jews believed that Friday 
was the day upon which the sedim 
(evil spirits) were created and 
therefore ttie day upon which they 
could exercise Uidr wicked or 
mischievous power to the fullrat 
This belief the Hebrews shared 
with several other Oriental 
nations and perhaps some 
present-day K-State students. 

One of the greatest financial 
disasters in American history 
began on a day known as "Black 
Friday." And in some state. 
Friday is the customary day for 
the commission of legal 
exeeiittons.

PERSONS living in dormitories, <~'i"^<"g 
the Athletic Dormitory, Jardine Terrace, North 
Campus Trailer Court and any other person living on 
the campus are included in this new vottaig preeteict, 
Wanda Coder, county clerk, said. 

Since these persons are living on University 
property, they are living outside the city limits and 
will be able to register to vote at Di^Qr Food Center 
on electiiHi day, Ms. Coder said. 

Persons living in fraternities, sororities, and any 
other off-campus housing aren't affected by the new 
precinct and must be registered by Oct. 17, she said. 



Ms. Coder's office at the coun^ courthouse will 
remain open until 9 p.m. mekdays up to that date, 
she added. 

"The state legislature passed a law allowing 
persons living outside city limits to roister at die 
polling place on election day," Ms. Coder explained. 
"Although this was aimed to help rural people living 
40 miles from town, it happens to apply here, too." 

ALTHOUGH PERSONS living in the new precinct 
may register on election day, it would be better if 
tbey registered before Oct. 17, Ms. Coder said. 

"It will save them a lot of time if they don't wait," 
she said. "If they register at the polling place there 
will be long lines on election day." 

Students who want an absentee ballot must 
request such a ballot from their local county cleiii, 
Ms. Coder said. The ballot must be notarized and 
returned to that county clerk by election day, she 
added. An absentee ballot won't automatically be 
sent after a person roisters, she said. 

"Students who want an absentee ballot should 
make this request immediately," Ms. Coder said.

Apathy hurts 
72 campaip

If recent polls of voting attitudes 
among youth and middle-class 
Americans truly reflect a creeping 
apathy concerning liie Novmber 
pi^eidnntlnl election, It's a cinch 
no one's going to scramble for 
movie rights to the 1972 campaign. 

The organization handling 
McGovem's polling, Camliridgo 
mnrey reteardi, has recorded 
comments concerning the choice 
of candidates for President, like 
"He's the lesser of two evils", or 
"Ndthor of them is any good, but 
ril stick with Nixon." 

Gallup and Harris polls have 
revealed SO to 70 per cent of the 
campus population is registered to 
vote, but few aoi^ress any ex- 
citement about easdng tlMlr ballot 
in November. 

Various criteria have been cited 
as causes for indifference — the 
Ea^eton affair, McCrOvwn's 
lie(|glng on the Vietnam War, 
welfare, tax reform and the 
resolve that Nixon has the election 
sewed up. 

But an intererting iuxtapositioo 
shown by polls, is 70 per oeot 
agreed that "America needs 
drastic change to get going 
again.'* 

It amm to be a stand off. 
American voters want dumgt, but 
areconvicned it won't be their vote 
in the presidential election that 
brings reform. Well, America, no 
fairy godnollicr is going to appear 
to bring ttiat ''drastic change" the 
nation so badly needs. 

The vote is the electorate's 
magic wand. No presidential 
election should be regarded as 
Insipdficant; it a choice between 
continuing the status quo, or 
altering the course of national 
policy. 

If the Cambridge poll is correct, 
voters are dissatisfied with the 
status quo. It follows that a vote 
for McGovern is a respresentatlOU 
of that discontent. 

Howevnr, it appears that the 
American public would ratiwr 
prostitute their dissent to a 
misconstrued comparison of 
competence. Is an incumbent 
"capable" who has had two suc- 
cessive Supreme Court nominees 
rejected by the Senate; who would 
go on bombing Indochina for four 
more years, who would impose 
restrictive tax and economic 
prograna? 

Think twice, voters, before 
casting a blase ballot for the 
present administration simply 
because "it is the lesser of two 
evils'*. Another four years of 
Nixon may establish the in- 
cumbent as the winner in that 
contest, too.

McGovern plan to cut 
rising mllitaiy budget 



Crtltn of Senator McGovem's defense 
spending proposals have repeatedly 
referred to them as a poliQr of "white flag 
fiirraiider". For ttie concerned voter who is 
interested in making a choice in November 
based on fact and reality, this slogan offers 
little to woric with. 

McGovern's proposals can only be 
described as reascnable. Instead of blindly 
pouring mon^ into new weapons systems 
with no assurance of their practical value, 
HcGovem has said he would Umit our 
ouclear arsenal to Its present site and cut 
back on waoteful cOBfonttoml weapoiiB 
programs. 

The present U.S. nuclear arsenal totals 
6,000 warheads, twice as many as the Soviet 
Union. And yet the administration is 
idanning to incmtH tbtit nunto lO lour to 
one by 1977. 

WHY? Paul Wamke, former assistant 
secretary of defense, and Clifford 
Alexander, Jr., former member of the 
Natiraial Security Council have repeatedly 
tootifted as to the uwleisness ot such an 
increase. But the numontum of Nixon's 
obsession for power obliterates any at- 
tempt to be reasonable. 

The administration's convential 
weapons programs are even more 
ridiculous. This year we will spend $1 
billion to speed the building of the new 
Trident submarine as a replacement for 
our Polaris submarines. There Is no 
evidence that our Polaris submarines are 
vulnerable at this time, but still the ex- 
pensive develo^Mnt of tlK TilimA warn 
on. 

The administration is also becking the 
development of the B-1 bomber, the Air 

Force's dream machine of the future. If the 
B-l is put into operaUon , it is highly likely 
the Soviet Unlaii woidd devdop ftob 



version. And if the Nixm philosophy is still 
in force at that time, the U.S. would con- 
tinue the arms race by coming up with an 
even more advanood de w iqp M at inim 
does it aU eodT 

HCGO^RN AND his advisers oootend 
ttiat even though these new weapon 
systems would provide tempwary military 
superiority, they would also hove the effect 
of jeopardising future amis control 
IH'ospects. 

Nixon claims without these new 
programs he would be forced to negotiate 
from a position of weakness in the ii> 
temational community. But after four 
years ai getting everything he wanted for 
use in the Vietnam battlefield, Nixon still 
failed to reach a settlement ttiere. If the 
threat of American military technology 
couldn't deter the North Vietnamese, who 
can it deter? 

Sen. McGovern has proposed reasonable 
solutions to the problems of maintaining 
national security at a price we can afford 
Whether or not the electorate will see 
through the fear sloganism of "white flag 
surrender" wiUdetNn^tiietisalsoeurily 
of this country. 

ECONOMIST John Kenneth Gailbraith 
has warned that defense spending in the 
U.S. in becoming both a means and an end 
to the American people. Our eccmomic 
dependence on the military industrial 
complex has forced us into the paradox of 
developing national defense policies for the 
puipose flf praswviflg dw ii B i tlB oeouomic 
security. 

It has been estimated that our military 
budget will be 1^00 billion by 1977 with mi 
end to the increases in sight. It has to stop 
somewhere. Let us hope it is stepped now 
1^ the reoBOB of OeOive lieGovm

The Family Planning' CUnlc 
is a service which I t>elieve is invaluable to 
students who wish to plan when they have 
thdr children, whether they are married or 
not. If you approach the clinic with a 
mature outlook, it will be a help to you.

McGovern grasps issues 



Editor: 

The media are now referring to 
ttie 1972 preeidoitial campaign as 
one of ttie dirtiest ever and words 
euch aa our oM friend "mud- 
■Ui^ling" are back on vogue. In 
this trying time of verbal 
crossfire, we ne^ to be especially 
watchful for the devaluation of the 
inluahle cumn^ of the English 
language. lam aware that a word 
may have a number of meanings, 
and, with the skilled craftmanship 
of a gifted writer, may have visual 
and sonic effects on a reader's 
imagination above and beyond Iti 
dvjd^onary definition.

personal attacks rather than fay 
discussion of legitimate issueOi at 
in political campaigning. 

Preetnnahly, then, a candMate 
who engages in a discussion d 
legitimate issues cannot 
reasonably be charged 'witii 
"mud-slinking". I commend tiie 
courage ot Sen. George McGovern 
for sticking with the legitimate 
issues. He was first in the field to 
actively oppose this Vietnam 
tragefty and he win and it for ue — 
not by closed door sessions and 
secret plans, but with a policy 
pttbitely enunciated jmt reem^ 
on nationwide television. 

S en. McGovern did not invent 
the ITT, Watergate and the wheal 
deal scandels. He is rightfully 
outraged on our behalf that such 
deceptive practices happen la 
high places.

Union flick said to be a flop

An unidentified casualty as 
"unfeeling and unthinking as the 
dead" occupies the center of the 
screen in Dal ton Trumbo's 
adaptation of his own iwvd 
"Johnny Got His Gun." 

Cerebratly disembowel«d, 
without arms or ^s this novelty 
of war, this lUver of a soldier, 
lives, tMttMtoi, lUiiiiaiidiiiaiitt 
to die. 

This single-minded film is gut- 
rendering and manipulative in the 
same obvious way that car chases 
or slapstick ia. It grabs at the 
frailty of man, both body and 
mind and twists unUl the in- 
testines are tied in knots and the 



arm twisted from its socket in 
gruesome afomr. Yet the viewer is 
sttmiduii to imam In Us ignn- 
pathy for this man, because of 
Trumbo's fascination with a 
■tmiillatic notion. 

The notion is that religion, sex, 
indeed Ufe itself is unUke war 
in its Riytfate and rituaUaHe way. 

YET TRUMBO'S film is not 
convincing. Far too many films 
overreadi Qieir dlfeeton. actors 
and audiMees. Some are deemed 
far-sitfMed, ahead of thema^ves 
and odMTs are dtomal feUwes. 
THunbo's notion, that war is hell, 
and only men who are simple 
enougli to beltfve la it perpetnala 
it, Is not new, so Hie fiba's 



tridiytuRia. 

TfiphntraHy this doesn't wwk 
either, because although the 

camera work is simple and direct, 
tlie long pauses, the dull slow pace 
bhnt liie {Mint, five 0ie vtewn' 
pause and thus make him think 
about the maoipulatioD he's ex> 
pnrtenciD8> 

Trumbo's failure is in his 
singlemlndedness. It is often 
(ifficult. even nute often tan- 
ptMssible, to expose santimentaUty 
with senlmieotaUty itself. Even if 



Hie fallnre of tbitf emotion is 
exposed, the exposure is so long 
delayed in this film, that the entire 
myth is built for Oie viewer and be 
is only confused not enlightened. 
If the central figure's condition 
was lass pathetic the fihn would 
be too; it would be less heart- 
rendering and the myth-slashing 
that Trumbo tries wotdd be more 



IS only a thin line 
between exposing a myth and 
supporting it and Trumbo's single 



point is toeipose. bin be fails. And 
so audiences wilt come away with 
confusion rather than 
enlightenment. 

"Johnny Got His Gun" (a title 
that also has sexual corniotations, 
besides the lead character's name 
is Joe) is provocative in the same 
way that all single-minded 
didactic films are. It is a Oopt, 
mainly because he sees the 
audience as simply as he sees his 
notion and if anything, a viewer is 
not a simple creature, surely not 
as simple as Trumbo assumes.

'Easy Rider' good, updated western

"Easy Rider" is about two of 

America's children in search of 
their homeland. Disillusioned by 
the American dream, Captain 
America (Peter Fonda) and Billy 
the Kid (Dennis Hopper) mount 
ttiirir Harley sportsters destined 
for the Mardis Gras 

They hope to recover a 
pioneerUke freedom, a freedom 



metaphorically manifested in 
drugs, the open road and their 

bilces, those technological 
stallims of tiie nouveau cowboy. 
What they find instead are blgols 
and redneck cops, bad guys that 
migbt as well be wearing Uack 
hats. 

Were it as simple as tliat, 
however, the film could Justly be 
accused of reductionlsm, of 
presenting a distorted black and 
white porbrait with no one in a 
gray hat. Such is not the case. 

FOR EXAMPLE, the hippie 
OHnmune ttie two travelers visit is 
ph^ued with diswntlon, crop 
failure and freeloaders. The 
idcoholoic lawyor (Jack Nichols), 
who balls them out of a small town 
clink, bribes the police and 
discovers that dope may serve as 
a sulismtie for Jim Beam. 



But it is Billy the Kid who er- 
merges as the chief hippie 
hypocrite. Beneath hfal fringed 
leather jacket lurks as establish- 
ment heart. He sees their sale of a 
large quantity of cocaine mit as a 
means to achieve financial 
freecbm, but as a get-ricb-quick 
schoBe, a cairitaUrt Munph and 
he vows that now he's rich, he 
plans to retire in Florida. To him, 
love and lust, acid and boon, 
license and Irsedom, are aU ttia 
same. 

Captain America is the real 
hero of the film. Embodying the 
pioneer spirit, he admires the 
rugged individualism of a 
ivospitable Southwestern rancher 
and he is attracted to the hearty 
style of the New Mexico com- 
mune. As a hero must. Captain 
America belives in virtuous 
womanhood, to the extent that he 
falls in love with a virginlike 
prostitute named Mary. 

This notion of his piety is further 
reinforced wh«i in a surrealistic, 
psychedelic confession scene, he 
reclines in the arms of a 
graveyard Madonna statue, 
strikes a poae resemblinga CSirist 
of the Pteta and criaa, **lielhtrl 
Mother**' . 

CAPTAIN AMERICA IS hvleed 

supposed to put us in mind of the 
Saviour. But he's a saviow of a 

different flavor. He is, in fact, a 
rehicaniatifm of the old western 
virtuooB gunfightar cbafaeter, the 



Byronic hero, strong, silent, 
mysterious, who cleans up the 
town. 

Aside from the fact that "Easy 
Rider" is a cult movie, in the 
seme tliat it reinforces our own 
political and social philosophies 
(and perhaps our prejudices too! ) 
— miqrbe ttie reason tin Wm still 
appeals to us after two years and 
will continue to appeal is that it's a 
good updated western.

Now retired from varisty football games, it still sees plenty of action 
and "every bit of Memorial Stadium is used," Paul Young, vice 
preridnik of onlventty ^MAapmmt, said. 

THE MUSIC, art, theatre, baseball, pl^sical education and iii- 
tramurals departments and gmagu now oociyiy different areaa of tbe 
stadium, he said. 

In 1919 K-State decided to erect a memoial to the students who w«e 
killed in World War I. Piesidmt W. Bl JanUne appointed a oommitlee 
who decided that a stadium would be appromlate. 

The stadium was financed through sidicitation of funds from 
businessmen and citizens. K-State sbidents were aak^ to pledge |4D 
each and faculty moiibers gave on a subsor^pttanbaris. 

IN IMS K-State remodeled the area under East Stadium to houw 
approximately 50 men.

American, Englishman win 
Nobel prize for medicine 



STOCKHOLM (AP) — An 
American who abandoned a 
career as a violinist to become a 
scienUiic sleuth and an English 
biodiemiat shared on Thursday 
the 1972 Nobel Prize for Medicine. 

Dr. Gerald Maurice Edelman, 
43. of Rockefeller University in 
New York, and Dr. Rodney R. 
Porter of Oxford Universi^ in 
Ei^nd tvoke down the chemical 
structure of antibodies that are 
important in tiie human body's 
defense against ifisease. 

EACH WILL receive haU of the 
money diat goes widi (lie award — 
$90,100 this year. 

Antibodies is the collective 
name given to a group Of blood 
proteins that play an important 
role m the body's defense against 
infections and against the 
development of several types of 
disease. Until 1^ th^ were 
largely utftnown. 

The two men did not collaborate 
but woriud independently. 

The Royal CaroUne Institute 
here, which makes the annual 
award for medicine, said the woric 
of Edelman and Porter "laid a 
firm foundation fwtruly raj^onal 
research" in immunology. 



THE PRIZES for medldae or 
physiology, literature, physics 
and chemistry, economics and 
jieace were established by the wiU 
of Alfred Nobd, Sweittih inventor 
of dynamite. 

The prise for literature will be 
announced Oct. 19, physics and 
chemistry Oct. 20, and economics 
Oct 2$. There will be no Peaee 
Prise awarded this

There are 
many different antibodies, each 
consisting of 1,500 to 7,500 atoms 
Midtt^ mdras them btfd to map. 

"In order to facilitate their 
task," the institute reported, 
"both scientists looked for 
methods to split the large 
molecules into well defined

THE ONLY people who were 
hurt fay the celebration were the 
merchants who \oU money 
because they were abut down OKly 
by police. 

Ron Harrison, manager of the 
Cavalier Club, said he kst a few 
hundred dollars became lie mm 
closed down early. 

Taverns hi Aggieville were shut 
down in an attempt to keep people 

from drinking on the streets. It 
obviously didn't help. If the 
decision on whether or not to close 
down would have been left to the 
discretion of the owner, evmymm 
would have been hwy. 

THERE WAS a similar 
celebration during the 1969 football, 
season when K-State beat 
Oklahoma at Homecoming. After 
that game, the police had a 
specific area roped off for the 
purpose of a bonfire, and everyone 
was eoaflned mosily to that area. 

Saturday night, they made an 
effort to put out any fires that were 
started and, as a result, more were 
started. 

It's been 18 years since K-State 
has beaten the University of 
Kansas at home.

THE AGREEMENT attached to (be deed of the 
land states: "It is understood and agreed ttiat flie 
land is to be kept as neariy as poadUe in ili pvimal 
condition as upland or U^i pndrte and MiO as a 
recreation um iMuMar and studMdi «f tbe 
College." 

Ray Walters, senior in natural resources 
management and a monber of the Conservation 
Club's Marlatt Park Committee said, "The 
Univenity stands to lose ttie lanl tf this idNtee Is 
allowed to continue."

Editor: 

One person who is directly 
responsible for meeting the 
housing challenge is the housing 
inspector. He nuist often contend 
with bitter oppoilUoo and apnflqr. 
A housing inspector is a unique 
person. He is a specialist with 
whom all of us in code en- 
forcement must work to extend 
the life expectancy of the city's 
buildings. 

Actually, the term "housing 
inspects-" is a misnomer. I would 
rather call him a "community 
motivator". Other inspectors 
don't seek and search for 
violatioiu; tbey accept com- 
plaints on a complaint basis. The 
housing inspector is in the field 
each day coming upon problems 
<: that need to be resolved. In order 
to do ttiis, he must motivate other 
people, because in applying the 
minimum standards of the 
housing code, he must make

The 
deciding factor came as the KU band lost volume when 
they marched whUe the KSU band didn't. This happened 
because the KU band meinbers had to read tiieir music 
marching.

Beginning course for itudenti 
without previous training in 
science, it will deal with general 
features of the earth as reUted to 
the oceans through basic physical, 
chemical, biological and 
geological processes.

Hie im- 
plicatiGn of the editorial was file 
master plot to corrupt and destroy 
ttee nations is prooeedlni wiU in 
the United States. 

For example, rule A. — Corrupt 
tlie young, get them away from 
rdigion. Get them interested in 
sex. Make them superficial, 
destroy their ruggedness. 

What is the definition (tf 
corruption? Is it part of a com- 
munist polt for youth today to 
question the validity of organized 
religion? Or is it a manifestation of 
a deeper faith unfettered by 
church doctrine? 

AS FOR THE diversion of youth 
to a consuming interest in sex, it's 
unfeasible that youth in com- 
munist countries are not in- 
terested in sex. At least if they 
aren't, disinterest has not been 
revealed by a decrease in birth 
rates. 

Superficiality, instead of in- 
creasing, appears to be disap- 
pearing from the youth population 
in America. Where on college 
campuses in the United States is 
&m no discus^on of political 
issues, of national policy, of war? 
No, youth have lost their ixwocewse 
of world affairs. 

Rule B. — Get control of all 
means of publicity thereby: 

1. Get peoples' minds off 
government by focusing attention 
on athletics, sexy boolcSt plays and 
ottier trivialities. 

Because people in tiie United 
States have diversions such as 
athletics, books, and cultural 
pursuits does not remove their 
concern for government. Many 
people who pursue these interests 
also bother to vote, to disaiss 
poUtics and run for office. 

2. Destroy the people's faith in 
their natural leaders by holding 
them up to contempt, ridicule and 
obloquy. 

First, the United States does not 
have ''natural leaders". It seems 
we fought a revolution for that 
princ^e. Leaders are elected by 
the citizens of the United Stetes 
and only lose office when they 
neglect the interests of those 
citizens, a neglect which deserves 
contempt, ridicule and obloquy. 

The {dan for destmetton goes on, 
including a systematic breakdown 
in morals, outbreaks of com- 
munist-instigated labor strikes, 
government extravagance — and 
so do the fallacies.

Tte 
letter begins by instructing the fans, " 
time has now come," for them to 
die "too apparent" problems fadng K> 
State. Next it implies those who contrflMte 
to the football program have a senae of 
"misplaced priorittes.'* Then ttw letter 
describes the trend toward increased 
support ol athleties as "tliis foolish athletic 
trend, wilted a^s much of the vital 
RiHift dB l naoiuraea of ttis iwtttiilliiL** 

THE USAFLET conttnues in ttds vein. 

The people who were asked to read it might 
logically be expected to disapve with what 
die composers of tte letter bad to say. For 
one thing, those who are big contributers 
undoubtedly believe ttie time has come for 
ahimtd and Mends of KSU to eameslly 
consider the poHlttlQl^ cf wiBDilig a few 
games. 

These same people probably t)eUeve tlieir 
sense of priorities is quite properly placed, 
and don't appreciate a groiq) (tf young 
people (with long hair and dressed in 
bluejeans) instructing them on how to 
spend their money. Anyone wbo has spent 
over fro on tickets, fought die trafRe to get 
to the game, and maybe contributed 
several hundred dollars, or more, to die 
athletic program is not going to appreciate 
someone describing the effort to make K- 
State a national football power as 
"foolish," and "faulty and taruly un- 
substantiated." 

The things which ttie letter points to as 
the most severely underfinanced parts of 
the University are the fine arts program 
and the library. As I understand it, the 
worst problem at the library Is a shortage 
of books for research and study for 
graduate level students in fine arts and 
social sciences. The example given of die 
poor status of the fine arts program is the 
loss of the Continental Tbeater CoQ^aiiy to 
private enterioise. 

AS I mentioned earlier, I wasn't par- 
ticularly surprised when the letter did not 
get a favorable reactton Iran most of those 
who read it. Whenever somelxxly tries to 
convince someone to spend his money on 
something, they are trying to sell 
something The most important thing to do 
when trying Lo sell something is convince 
the customer that he will benefit from 
spending his money on your product. 

The "Letter to alumni 'friends" fails to 
give many examples of the potential 
benefits of the underfinanced university. 
Most people who have made enough money 
to be able to oontribute to football, or 
anything else, can see little t>enefit to 
themselves or anyone else from graduate 
study in fine arts and social sciences. 
Further, they probably see nothing wrong 
with CrC becoming a private enterprise.

A new ecolc^y-based program, 
imder construction for Ataniiattan 
resiteito and K<State students, is 
being developed by Stephen 
Fretwell, associate professor of 
biology. 

The objective of the 
"Manhattan WUdlands Pni|eetr' 
is to acquire land not yet wiflitai 

the city limits. The land is then 
kept from any type of housing 
de^relopmental program. 

THIS TACTIC stops suburban 
developments from growing in the 
usual mass-production style. How 
effectively it slows development 
depends on the number of acres in 
each tract of land purchased 

"We need to preserve and 
protect from devel<vment local 
wildlands that are close to 
Manhattan city limits. This will 
disperse population growth, 
IMtnride escape areas and save 
natural habitats," Fr^weU said. 

"The project has been outlined 
into many areas of interest It will 
require the work of apgroKimately 
30 interested individiialB/' he 
said. "The project has not 
received any prior publicity, so 
anyone interested is welcome to 
help." 

Fretwell will work with the 
Nature Conservency, an in- 
ternational organization set up to 
buy and preserve land. It is a 
publicly supported, non-profit 
organization. 

A 916-acre grassland area south 
of Manhattan, the Konza Prairie, 
was purchased and deeded to tile 
K-State Endowment Association 
for preservation and study of the 
native bhieitem prairie by the 
Nature Conservancy. 

VISITS ARE planned to owners 
of land creeks, with prairie 



pastures, flood plains, and 
wild areas around Manhattan. 

A "use plan" wiU tie constructed 
for wildlands areas. This Is to 
protect them from misuse and 
aver use. An example of misuse 
and over use is the Top of ttie 
World recreational atw, Frelp 
well said. 

Frefavell plans to vi^ wOAudi 
in other areas . 

Opinion polls will be conducted 
throughout the city to see how the 
project is accepted. Along with the 
polls, pledges wiU be recruited for 
cost of QpecalioiM Uid land.

WASHINGTON (AP) - An analysis of the Vietnam war, widely cir- 
culated among Nuion administratioo idanners but never retoaaed, saUi 
M months ago that peace nagotiatiaoi and Vleteamisation "eannot be 

pursued simultaneously, with equal chance of success." 
The study said any thaw in peace talics could undermine the "at-

Henry Kissinger, 
presidential adviser for national sectuity affairs, returned to Paris 
Monday for another round of peace talks with the North Vietnamese.

With this awareness came the groups did ttieir best 
to improve the environment fay collecting and recycling 
materials, protesting against industrial waste and other 
similar acoons. More power to these people. 

Along irifli these groups canoe the peopte who tried to 
"save** our wildlife by protesting against bunting and 
supporting gun legislation wbich would hurt tauntiiig. , 

THESE GROUPS* while deteted in tbeir purpose, 
obviously don't know the facts about the wfldttto fbif are 

so desperately trying to "preserve." 

Eugene Decker, an authority on wildlife from Colorado 
State University, cites some facts in his recent article, 
All Hunting"? 

He noted that stopping big game huntbig would cause 
herds to increase for a short thne, but eventually they 
would decrease due to overusage of the cover and food of 
the habitat. Malnutrition and disease would increase 
greatly. 

Duck hunters donate more than |2 million per year for 

the upkeep and conservation of one and one fa«lf million 
acres of wetland habitat in Canada. If hunting were 
stopped the donations would stop, thus turning these 
wetlands into agricultural lands and severely damaging 
all watedowl aadsborebird pi^idattons wliieh 6egaa^ on 
flMse lands lor survival. 

THE ACQUISITION and maintenance of wetlands in the 
United States are funded by more than $3 million acquired 
yearly from the purchase of duck stamps by duck hunters. 

Upland game would suffer sindlar consequences if they 
were not hunted. About 60 to 80 per cent of upland bird 
populations are lost each year due to normal causes, 

Decker states that * 'hunting is a part of this mortality, 
not an adffitional cause of any significance, exc^ in 
unusual circumstances.** 

No himting of upland game birds would result in lower 
birds because of a loss of habitat. 

WILDUFE RESEARCH and management programs 
mte a vitid pmct of preservmg natural environments. 
Th^e programs can be carried out only if there is money 
to fund them. The hunter provides $30 million a year from 
an 11 per cent tax on guns and ammunition to the states 
for resear^ and managsment If tbere is no hui^ng, 
these funds, as well as the programs tiwyr support, woidd 
be drastically reduced. 

It is hard to agree with those who say the hunter is a 
bloodthirsty killer of innocent creatures. By looking at the 
fa<^, one sees it is better to ktU a lew animals, for a 
purpose , than to have many more suffer a worse dea^ by 
starvation or e^qposure to the elonents.

Julian Bond, a prominent black political teader 
and founder of llie Student Hon-Vkdent Coordtnaling 
Committee, will speak at an all-University con- 
vocation Monday at 10:30 a.m. in KSU Auditorium. 

The convocatkn Is sponsored by tte Students 
Faculty Convocation Committee and Black Student 
Union. Bond's speech will be "Cdlision Course in a 
Dhdded America.'* 

Bond entered the political limelight in 1965 when 
be was elected to the Georgia L^islature, where,

State leaders view bill differently

Although the fedml revenue sharing bill 
has not left the Presidents desk yet, state 
and local government administrators 
already are making pJans tor using ftiwii 
Ihe Ull provides them witii. 

A final draft of the bill, which promises 
slate and local governments $33.5 billion 
ov«r tihe next five years, was agreed upon 
and passed by the House and the Senate last 
week. The President has announced he will 
sign the bill Friday tnPUlMlid^hia before a 
select group of govsnurs and mayors.

revMiue sharing funds Into Iteifir ] 
to provide tax relief. 

THROUGHOUT HIS campaign, Mocrli 
Kay, Republican candidate for governor, 
has relied on the assumption that revenue 
sharing would be passed in some form. Kay 
Ins stated that if elected he will recom- 
mend that revenue sharing dcdlars be used 
to make tqi for loss of revenue bgr bto 
proposal to exempt food and uMdieine ttom 
the state sales tax. 

Kay has estimated the state will loose $20 
- $24 million in revenue if this tax exemp- 
lion is implemented. Kay plans to r^aoe 
this loss with the $17.6 million dollars die 
state is scheduled to receive in ita first iwar 
of federal revenue sharing funds. The 
difference between the two figures will 
come from an additional $30 million Kay 
believes Kansas will receive to tax money 
J'/om increased eeenoii^ devekipment in 
(he state. 

While Kansas is scheduled to receive 
$UJ miUion from the federal government 
in revenue sharing, the state government 
itself will receive only about one- third of 
the amount. The rest, $35.2 million, will go 
directly to unite Of local govCTnment in the 
state. 

IN A STATEMENT last week, Kay callad

Last week Gov. Robert Docking, iii>

The governor said the top pricrity for the 
use of revenue sharing funds shmild be for 
property tax rdlef. 

The tax-breaker law Docking prc^osed 
would be based on property owners' ad- 
jiotted gross income. If an owner's propoly 
tax paid to the local government exceeds 
that percentage, he would receive a refund 
of the amount hi excess from the stete 
government. 

Jim Shaffer, the governor's press 
secretory, explained diat exact figures 
amiparing money lost to the state by this 
{dan to the amount gained by revenue 
sharing depends on wlut peroeirtage (si fte 
taxpayer's income ttie state legislatmre 
would set as the property tax ceiling. 

"THE GOVERNOR won't make a 
recommendation until after ttiefint fll the 
year — after the budget baarfalii tn 
November," Shaffer said.

The aoite 
needs of state and local govemmente takes 
precedent for the senator, he said. 

"Some cities, such as New Yoiic City, 
lave budgets this year inchidli^ an- 
ticipated funds from revenue sharing," Hill 
said.

Surgery reversal reported 



NEW YORK (AP) — The birth control Mtrgery 
that makes men sterile can appamitl^ be r e ver s e d 
so they could father hablea agaiii,«aiiiitai npoM 

Wednesday. 

The (^ration, known as vasectomy, cuts the 
tubes, the vas deferens, through which apemBtotott 
pass. Once performed, it has been considered to 
make men sterUe forever. 

But the tubes can be rejoined in surgery per- 
formed under a microscope, Dr. Julius JacobMn of 
Mount Shiai Scho<d of Medidne In Not York toU a 
conference in Vienna, Austria. 

THE MICROSCOPE vision makes the tiny severed 
tubes appear 25 times larger dian they actually are, 
so the surgeon can sew the ends together again and 
make sure the tubes are q^n once more, he said. 

Speaking to the International Symposium of 
Microsurgery, Dr. Jacobson said he has done the 
reversal operation on 19 men. Eighteen of them 
became able to ivoduee mothre or active sperm on 
ejaculation, he said. The other man had suffered 
damage to his testes during the vasectomy, and did 
noc proouce spcnn* 

All 19 had unditgMw vawrtiiwnln tnm iswUnig 
years earlier.

Lobby works 
for students

If you voted in the SGA elections 
last spring, you probably 
remember giving your opfnioii on 
some key issues lor tiie ttatiMl 
Student Lobby. 

K-State is one of 350 members of 
NSL. It has been a member since 
last spring. The refemdum yon 
voted in then was tlie filtl of itl 
kind at the University. 

How can K-Staters benefit from 
their school being a member ol 
National Student Lobby? What 
about the National Student Lobby 
as an organization? What can it do 
for students? 

IT CAN do a lot. 

This fall, NSL is focusing on 
three issues affecting students' 
poclEetbooics: student financial 
aid, 6.1. Bill benefits and 
minimum wage for stud«it 
workers. 

The job of NSL is to take 
referendums on campuses, publish 
them and wwii for results through 
student interns in the natim's 
capital. 

The executive director of NSL 
has said that most congressmen 
would be nowhere near so con- 
cerned about student opinion if it 
wasn't for NSL pubtishing how 
congressmen vote. 

RECENTLY, NSL released a 
dmrt reporting how every U.S. 
senator and representative voted 
on various key iames during the 
past few years. 

Included among the Issues are 
the 18-year-old vote, the draft, 
gtudent financial aid, Vietnam, 
support for students on college 
boards and voter registration. 

On each of these issues, NSL 
took a stand. Tlie chart reports 
whether a congressman's vote was 
favorable or unfavorable to NSL's 
stand, whether the congressman's 
announced ppsition was favorable 
or unfavorable to the NSL stand 
and, an important and often 
overlooked matter, whether the 
congressman even voted on the 
issue. 

EVEN THIS simple reporting of 
congressional votes is an im- 
portant service to students, many 
of whom will be voting for a U.S. 
senator and representative for the 
first time this year.

]■ April of 1972, the Cfttbolic 
durdi ■iiiK i unp« id that St Marys 

College and 1,381 acres of ad- 
Jac^t farm land kcatod at St. 
Marys, ««dd be Ntuned to dw 
pndrie band of the Pottawatomi 
ItnUans. The tribe requested the 
pmpaety to serve as a kmd baas 
for a comprehensive community 
development plan which sought to 
mile ittbaB sod rural Indian 
around programs for education, 
bMlIb employment, housing, 
seenBHiic dsv^oproent and the 
preservation d Indian culture. 
This plan, which has developed by 
die PollamaUimi l iabf i eniiM i l ly 
of the federal government, was 
designed to make the Indian 
community more idf-sustainii^ 
and less dependent on federal 
programs and control. The 
planning and the n^otfattans for 
the St. Mary's property were 
conducted with the fuU knowledge 
and verbal approral «f tte Wamn 
of Indian Affairs. 

Since that time, however, 
rs|wesentatives of the BIA have 
continuaUy delayed, harrassed 
and erected utmecessary barriers 
to Indian attempts at im- 
plementing the St. Mary's 
proposal and, indeed, even Indian 
attoiqits to handle tbdr own 
internal affairs. BIA represen- 
tatives have spread rumors, 
distorted facts, rsfuscd to 
authorize meetings, attempted to 
discredit Indian leaders, at- 
templed to factionallae the tribe 
and its business committee, 
authorized illegal financial 
transactioas, withbsid vital BU 
information, disrupted tribal 
council meetings and f room tribal 



This clause would have returned 
the property to tlie Catholic 
fitiBf Ch if tilt Bind was wot used for 
its intended purpose and was 
viewed by the Indians as a 
protsetiaa against bad Mth by die 
BIA, which in several past in- 
stances had leased Indian land to 
nofrlMttaa intereats. Shortly after 
the Pottawatomi had approved of 
the property transfer without the 
reveraioiiary drase, they were 
informed by the local BIA agency 
that all of the Washii^ton BIA 
irfficials' committmsBta were 
invalid and wordless. 

In response to Pottawatomi 
fffflfgftt ngutnsf the local 'BIA 
agency an investigator was sent to 
Kansas at the &ad of August He 
investigated none of tibe Pot- 
tawatomi charges, but met with 
a small dissident group of Indians 
who wtfB snsBssMd tar flis Isesl 



OVER THE past m«iths, the 
leaders of the Pottawatomi tribe 
repsstsdly trisd to bring 
pr(^Iems to the attention 
raiuesting resolutloiis of their 
problems to lo«d MA officials fai 
Horton. They were turned away 
by the police after agency officials 
rsfosed to meet irifli tfaem. 
In midAnpiBt, several tribal 
went to Washington to 
their grteranoei to die 
national BIA office. The national 
<rffice was apparently sym- 
pettietle te dielr iroblnns and 
made a number of positive 
commitni«its In rstum for the 
removal of a revenionary daiise 
intheSLlOr^s 



AS AN APPARENT result Of 

this "investigatitm," the Bureau 
<rf Indian Affairs in WasUngton 
announced OB Oet 4 ttut it was 
withdrawing approval of the 
constitution of ttit {K'airie tHind — 
essentially assuming dictatorial 
control over their affairs until a 
new constitution is drafted (at a 
date wbidi WW not ^eelfled in fts 
announcement) . 

Tbe decision to withdraw ap- 
pnivnl of the Indian constitution 
was arrived at unilaterally by the 
bureau, without consulting 
nMtnbm of die Prairie bwid and 
without securing the ap|iroval of 
the entire tribal biulness com- 
mitlee ddthongh it was statsd in 
the announcement l^itA Igipnwal 
had been given.) 

The BIA based their dedsioo on 
the conclusion that the tribe was 
no longer able to govern itself dbe 
to the "Inability of its btviness 
council to function" and therefore, 
tribal meml>er8 were being denied 
benefits which would otherwise be 
available to them. For the past 
two monttis, die business council 
has been deadlocked over the 
procedure for handling the St 
Marys property transfer (due in a 
la^ part to confusion generated 
by the BIAS nsiitlve In- 
terierence).

4Pearson sees need for progress 



"We have made great progress from the age of 
the horse and buggy to the space age, but the 

progress has not been equal for all groups," Sen. 
James Pearson said in a speech Thursday night in 
the Union.

The use of propwty toxes for support of public 
schools was ruled unfair in California, he pointed 
out. The uneven distribution of wealth causes 
unequal funding of schools and affects their 
quality. But, be added, we do nothing about it. 

Pearson maintains youth can make a difference. 
Granting the vote to 18 to 21 year olds has increased 
the votiii« public by U mllUon people, ttid lliit» be 
said, is enough to make a differenee.

Growth slows 
in economy 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 

nation's economy grew less 
vigorously, while still lookuig 
strong, but llie rate of faiflatlMi 
began rising again, the govern- 
ment said Thursday in a report on 
VM. ecmomic outpot trim July 
through September. 

The Nixon administration 
hailed the report of lhirdK|uartcr 
Gross National Product, market 
value of the output of the nation's 
goods and services, as evidence 
ttiat the economy is still ex- 
panding and wUl mert its tais^ 
for 1OT2. 

ACCORDING TO the Com- 
merce Department, the economy 
grew at a 5.9 percent rate in the 
thrid quarter, lower ttian Oie 
extreme^ raf^ 9.4 peresnt paee 
of the secmid quarter. 

But, the rate of taiQalton, wMeli 
had dropped to 1.8 percent in the 
second quarter, started vtp again 
and averaged 2.2 percent during 
the third quarter. The ad- 
ministration said that flgura is 
still low.

niese three changes would, first 
of all, make the Kansas con- 
stitution more consistent with the 
federal constitution. The executive 
officers would be elected by a 
majority of the voters and other 
mtfior administrative offices could 
be filled by appointment. This 
would be similar to cabinet ap- 
pointments and would allow the 
executive officers to work with 
other officials mm ewihr, since 
the offices would be filled bgr ap- 
pointment. 

The four-year terms would mean 
that the executive officers could 
devote more time to fidfiBing the 
duties of their office and less time 
to worrying about redecttati and 
campaigning. 

THE LIMIT on terms also would 
be more in line with the federal 
constitution. Much can be ac- 
complished in eight years and if an 
officer hasn't accomplished 
anything in this time, he surely 
wouldn't deserve a chance for ro- 
election. 

Perhaps the most important 
change would be in electing a 
governor and lieutenant governor 
with a single vote as a team. This 
proposed change would eliminate 
the problem of a Democratic 
governor and a Republican 
lieutenant governor, or vice versa, 
and all the ensueing problems 
which would result from such a 
split office. 

The changes are wortti con- 
sidering. Kansans have a chance 
for an effective, working govern- 
ment or the choice of keeping an 
outdated one.

Student Senate ii In a state of 
limbo. Other than passing the 
allocations bill ( which was ready 
for passage last aomeBter) and 
■uppcrting the recommendations 
from the Faculty Student Tenure 
Cominitlee. the WMlt iMs biMi 
rdathr^ quiet.

THE INEXPERIENCE of tiw 

senators and the large turnover 
each semester could be a factor in 
senate's unproductivity. Doertng 
believes it takes at least a year for 
a person to become acquainted 
with the campw. bat by that time 
many of the saoiiafi ar» on tiMr 
way out 



DOERING. WHO has been 

involved in senate activities since 
his freshman year, is clearly 
disappoiiitod In this year's senate. 

"We have the power to do things 
that are in the interest of the 
Undeato and I thtnk you can get 
things done if you work at it," 
Doering said, but he added the 
senators expect things to be 
handed to them. 

Descrli^ tbB setup in senate, 
he said Om are four or Ave 
senators, 10 or 15 "Thursday ni^t 
warriors," and the rest according 
to Ooering are mere 'Tlttirsday 
night Waterboys." 

He said thin^ got off to a big 
start last semester, with the 
student strike and budget 
allocations being a few of the 
things senate was involved in. don't feel that senate represoits 



ttte blame for this 

apathy in senate does not lie with 
the senators alone. Doering 
beHeves that stiitoits on tids 
campus need to become more 
involved in student government 
**Varlotts fldngs have been tried 
to get student interest— like going 
to the Uviitg groiqis and meeting 
with students," Doering said. 

He reiterated, "There is a 
general laclc of interest on Hw pot 
of the student body." 

THERE IS A possibiUty that 
senators win soon be invading the 

food centers (not because of a 
hunger plague) but to familiarize 
students with the workings of 
sbident government. 

"You enn always take the point 
of view that since the students are 
not complaining, th^re satisfied 
with what is going on. I personally 



the majority view of students alK- 
State," Doering said. 

He said this year's allocations 
were not representative of 
studento* wants, and believes this 
is one area "that students ougbt to 
be interested in since they each 
pay atiout $32 a year through the 
activity fee." 

Doering stressed the need for 
the various college councds and 
students in respective cullstM to 
talk with their senators. 

WHEN ASKED to define 
senate's infhienoe as far as the 
administration was concerned, 
Doering said that decisions made 
in senate were usually considered 
by the administratlott and idio bgr 
Faculty Senate. 

Hie faet that Student Senate haa 
given support to the recom- 
mendation from the Faculty 



Stadent Tenure Committee, 
Doering said means that many 
faculty members will consider 
this move and act accordingly. 

"Every now and then some (tf 
our actions give cause to people in 
the administration to say that 
senate is not reprinting the 
students on campus— this lessens 
our influence," Doering observed. 

Doering has served as a 
loiater, a member of the Finance 
Committee, chairman of the 
Finance Committee and now as 
chairman of Student Senate. With 
all this experience behind him, he 
believes that the past years have 
not been complete losses. He has 
seen changes take place in student 
government and around the 
campis, but Inriste ttiat this 
cl 
out.

Courses to be 
more practical

One of the reasons for going to 
college, students have been told, is 
to tKtmOm ttm^ knowledge in 
many areas, including ttioie araot 
not within their m^lor counai of 
study. 

Iliis makes good sense. CoUege 
flboold oqMUid a person's outlook 
on life, make him noore aUe to 

appreciate and understand 
numerous fields of study. 

Previously, though, many 
cowMi offered at K-State just 
have not been for the general in- 
terest of the student. Instead, most 
courses have been geared toward 
the student majoring in the par- 
ticular area in whic^ the course 



BUT RECENTLY, four 
departments proposed ideas for 
courses to be offered during spring 
semester for the sMent's general 
knowledge, regardless of his 
training in those departments. 

For example, the geology 
department has scheduled a 
course in oceanography, for 
students wfttii nopraileHS training 
in science or geology. If students 
take this course and discover they 
are interested in the field, they can 
continue in the geology curriculum 
wittioiit faifcif^ tile uMial t>ftg* i » i^f ig 
geotogy course. 

With a course such as this, 
students can gain a general 
knowledge about the geology of the 
ocean without having to wade 
through a semester of Physical 
Geology as a prerequisite. If they 
find they like geology, fine, they 
can continue their study in that 
area. 

The geology department also 

will offer an environmental 
geology course. One of the areas of 
study will be the proposed nuclear 
waste dump at Lyons — an im- 
portant and current topic. 

The Division of Biology is 
designing a series of courses for 
non-biology majors, which the 
assistant director of the division, 
J.S. Weis, calls "faunuuHniented 
biology." Already, biology 
division offers courses dealing 
with ecology and public health. 
Courses that are "human- 
oriented" — it sounds good. 

THE HORTICULTURE 
department has scheduled three 
new courses for non-horticulture 
majors involving how to select 
plants for home and office, 
inactical experience in growing 
and caring for plants at home and

'■WE HAVE known for years that fiah can 
be frightened by noise," Carp explained to 
me. "The trick was to find a kind of sound 
that would GiMittnually r^>d them without 
doing serious damage to them,

"Yes, and we can't fully understand how 
as yet For instance, In our earfy woik with 
popular music, we played some golden 
ddies to the gizzard shad. After we played 
Andy Williams singing "This Guy's in Love 
with You,' we found that there was not a 
living fish remaining in the entire listening 
area. We analysed thooMnds of dead fish 
and could find no organic cause of death. 
The only common feature we could find in 
an the dead fish was a strange twisting of

Sophomore Steve Grogan 
started the contest at quarterback 
for theCats, but couldn't move the 
ball Joe Brandt kicked the first of 
hb four first quarter punts, a 31- 
yard effort to the K-State 49. Eight 
plays later, ISU quarterback 
George Anondson dove over

ON THE SECOND cyclone kkk- 
off , Rick Fergerscm took the ball 
four yards deep in tbe end zone, 
haaitated, and thra ran it out to 
the K-State 11. From there, it was 
a repeat of the previous 
pnaearion: Bweepiiffiaiidpiintte 
Qie Cafi own 49.

With less than a minute left in 
the half, K-State got on the board, 
as Morrison tossed a 54-yard 
bomb to Fergerson for the six 
polnti.

To start the second half, ISU 
had the ball three plays before 
Strachan scored around right end 
fnnn 35 yards out to make it a4.

Law to revise 
court decision 
on obsceni^

Shades of antiquated Kansas 
Uml California voters have the 
chaooetotakea big step backward 
this November when tney vote on 
proposition 18. 

Proposition 18 is a group of 
Califonuans* attempt to clean up 
the ^te by imposing an anti- 
flbieenity law. Tht propoalttoB 
leaves little doubt as to ndiat is 
considered obscene: any public 
display of adult genitals, buttocks, 
or female nipples, an explicit show 
of sexual exeitement, sexual 
eonduct or sadomasochistic abuse, 
and obscene words used as 
descriptives (obscenity used as an 
exclamation of shock or anger is 
not included.) 

And that isn't aU. Conununities 
may add to the law if they wish to 
and private citizens may make 
citizen's arrests of pomograpiiers 
and confiscate materials. 

THIS PROPOSITION, if passed, 
would do little for California than 
to set a precedent showing how 
ridiculous state laws can be. 

llie Siqveme Court of flie Uniled 
States idreafly has given its word 
on obscenity. It said material 
should not be censored unless it is 
'^utterly without redeeming social 
value." The California propositioo 
would take tilings even further. 

Not many pe<^le would argue 
against setting up some type of 
guideline to decide what con- 
stitutes obscenity. But v^ien all- 
Amerlcan Jotan Wayne eomes out 
against the proposition, It would 
seem the proposition is just a little 
backward. Wayne came out 
against the proposition because, if 
it is passed, it woukl ban not ooly 
hard-core pornography but also 
bis wm movie, **Itue Grit". 

IF CALIFORNIA citizens pass

Farm film depicts 
capitalistic failure

a PBS production about the 
current farm depression, and by 
implication about the failure cf 



the capitalist system and the 
industrial revolution. 

Mediaiilzed, more efficient 
farming may have helped to lead 
one age out of the feudal system, 
but It ii drhdng another toward a 
new peasant society. This time the 
oppressor is not nobilify, but a big 
business elite — Mandat monsters 
suckled by a corrupt government 

The film opens with misty shots 
oT hones in green fertile pastures 
and with interviews of weathered 
farmers and ranchers. They 
ooocur that term ttfe as tfMy knew 
It li almost extinct. And we see 
dead towns and deserted farms as 
they chat — * "Thirty pe r cent of 
the farm population since 1960." 
"Ten thousand {annera a year 
move to town." 

AalhefUniimigresses, the pace 
becomea more frantic, the center 
ef attention moves to the dties, to 
the eonMBBWS, and flnallari in a 



metphorical orgy of con- 
sumerism, it points to the 
ap oca l y pse. 

The film ends with mtffalgt'' 
remembrances and pholograpba 
portraying the setOlng of the 
Midwest, interspersed with 
statistics evidencing the frontier's 
death.

Committee to examine 
complaint procedures

Due to tlie lack of a formal system of handling uwtergraduate 
acadentie complaints, the Academic Affairs Committee of Faculty 
Senate has appmnted an ad hoc committee to \odk into the problem. 

The committee, which has been charged with the responsibility "to 
draft # pi'SjiMal for an aeaiemie grievance system,'* ki annpswd of 
faculty and students The propcial is to be pasmlsd to &e Aeadeniie 
Affairs Committee by Nov. 28. 

IN A LETTER to the members of the committee, John Steffen, 
chairman of tiie Academic Affairs Conunittee expressed the hope tiiat 
the committee members would "address yeursehes particukily (o 
academic misconduct and channels for an undergraduate student tO 
seek remedies for what he may feel has been unjust treatment." 

B(ri> Price, committee student member, said the ad hoc committee 
alsowould be looking into areas of grade appeals and cheating. 

"One of the reasons tiie cunmittee was appointed was because of 
inconsteteiieies aiKl discrepancies tn handling academic matters Hfce 
grade appeals and academic dishonesty." Price explained. 

He said that presently there is no black and white structured system of 
appeals and students wilb conav^^^ l»ve to seek mutually accefilable 
soiutiQas wi0i His tnstrtider or dean in queafion. 

WHEN QUESTIOBIS Of dishonesty arise, Price said "some depart- 
ments turn cases over to existing student courts (Studmt Review Board 
or Tribunal), while swne insmictors handle the proUem themselves." 

The system tbatwill be the outcome of the ftaxUngs of the commttlee 
wilt therefore serve as a "last resort" system if a mutually acceptable 
solution has not been found between the student and the instructor. 

Ad hoe conunittee members are Jack Lambnt, ctaalnnan, professor 
in chemistry; Richard Hauae, associate professor of education; James 
Mitchell, associate proffer of psychok^; Kenneth Gowdy, associate 
professor of engineering; Bob Mce, sentor in agricultural eeooonilcs;

Mechanical involves the most 
woriE, but it is the most 
Ttgf-> ectmomical. Sanding and scrai^ 
wflria well on tabletops and o0ier 
flat surfaces. 

Termal removal involves 
burning off the <dd finish. This is 
usually done with a propane tor^ 
equipped with a flame spreader. 
The torch is removed slowly while 
another pemo uses a scraper to 
remove tt» softeoBd, blistered 
paint. 

Tills method is ^ective but 

risky. Accidental fires from hot 
embers may smolder for liours 
before taur^ng into flanw. Also^ 

the wood may be scorched If file 
torch is moved to slowly.

Sanding is 
done either by hand or with a 
power Sander. Any repain should 
be made before sanding. 

"Open coat sandpiyiMr doesn't 
clog up easily and cut into the 
wood as fast as other types. Use 
an extra fine grade of sandpaper 
for the last sanding of this step. 

THE AMOUNT OF sanding 
depends on tiie wood. The harder 
the wood the finer the san^per 
needed. Steel wool is also an ex- 
cellent abrasive.

States like Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana.

Republicans don't have to win 
all these stat«s» but it locks as 
tlMitgh they will have to pidt up 
one or two satti — and maybe 
more — in this area if they are to 
have a majority in the Senate. 

OVERALL. A net gain of five 
seats is necessary if the 
Rpublicans are to wreat control 
away from the Democrats. Even 
that asaumes Vice President Spiro 
Agnew will be reflected and« as 
the Senate's presiding officer, wtU 
be able to break a tie vote. 



Right now there are 54

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An Editorial Comment 

Nixon in front 
for expenses

Hie campaign aoog of the year 
could well become "Big Spender*'. 
It's almost as if issues don't 
matter anymore. What does 
matter is whix^ candidate can 
collect and spend the greatest 
amount of money in tl^ teavt 
amount of time. 

Right now the incumbent is in 
the lead. He's spent $22 mUlion 
since April, reports filed with the 
Genoral Accounting Office show. 
That figure is about double what 
McGovem has spent in his cam- 
paigning. 

True, it does take large sums of 
money to buy media time and to 
Tmance rallies. But $33 million (at 
least) in six months? With all the 
controversy about the state oi tSm 
U.S. economy, this 
unjustifiable amount 

The large sums of money also 

provide a source of displeasure for 
both candidates and contributors. 
Candidates must scrounge the 
populace for f^nds and con- 
tributors develop the notion that 
favors can be bought, if the 
donations are ma&. 

Where does all this money come 
from? From the little people who 
send in a dollar or two to help along 
their favorite candidate. From the 
diners who pay $500 to $1,000 a 
l^te to support the cause. And 
fifom the big spenders who con- 
tribute up to $500,000 to aid their 
choice (and perhaps to influence 
theur choice when the time for 
appointments or favorf rolls 
around). 

A few laws are in effect which 
give some promise of relief to both 
candidate and donor. The Hatch 
Act of 1939 limits contributions 
from any one indivdual to $5,000 
per year. But persons wanting to 
give more than that amount could 
escape detection by giving through 
several different committees 
which then pass the contributions 
on to the party or candidate. And 
no one has successfully beoi 
INTosecuted under this act 

The Federal Election Campaign 
Act, which went into ^Cect April 
7, requires the reporting of the 
name, address and vocation of 
each person giving more than $100. 
But so far, the law has done little 
more than produce tons of paper 
work. Besides, the law has no 
effect on those who contributed 
before April. 

The moat favorable law which 
recently went into effect will 
perhaps provide the beginnings of 
public financing of campaigns. 
The law allows individuals 
donating up to $50 a year to any 
candidate or political to claim this 
amount as a deduction from 
taxable income. 

Other suggestions have been 
considered, but so far none have 
been taken too seriously. 

Bat until something is done to 
place some type of limit on 
campaign spending, what we'll see 
is a growing effort to outdo the 
opposition solely in terms of 
financhtg.

Nebraska steals Sooner s 
lead in Big Eight statistics

To many people who live in the sUte, or to people wlio 
travel through it, Kansas is a Hat, rolling prairie with no 
apparent aesthetic value. A good plaoe a natioiial 
park? Certainly. 

On June 1971, Senator James Pearson introduced a 
biU in Congress to create a Tallgraaa Pralfie Itelienal 
Park within the Flint Hills of Kansas. 

The purpose of the park would be to preserve, unim- 
paired, a sample of the tallgrass prairie that wiU permit 
future generations to see what the area was like before 
Eurapean man arrived, and to provide sn area idiere flie 
native irildttfe can be observed. 

THERE ARE three principal types of grasslands in the 
4f^United Stotes: staorti^w, midgrass and tallgrass. The 
Department of the Interior has the responsibility of 
eventually preserving a sample of each. Tallgrass 
prairies, however, have priority because they are not as 
abundant as the other types and are in more danger of 
being destroyed by roads, pipelines and oflier 
modifications. 

Because of the strong interest expressed by Kansans in 
a prairie park in Kansas, Governor Rol>ert Docking, in 
1971, appointed a committee of 15 experts in conservation, 
wUfUife, agriculture, livestock, business, government and 
communications to prepare a plan for tlie park. 

On June 16, 1971, the committee presented a brochure 
entitled "A Request by the People of Kansas for the 
Creation of a Tallgrass Prairie National Park" to each 
member of the Kansas delegation in Congress. 

THE PARK would probably be equipped with primitive 
camping facilities. However, private enterprise would be 
encouraged to provide more highly devetoped camp- 
grounds outside the boundaries m the park. 

A national park in Kansas may not be as awe-inspiring 
\| as a mountainous region covered with an evergreen 
forest, but the value to future generations may make it 
just as importai^.

Julian Bond, a prominent black Georgian 
legislator, attacked the Nixon administration 
speculatii« that " things are gotag toget mncii ««na 
If Nixon is re-elected." 

Bond aimed his remarks at the President (kiring 
his address at an aII>Uatv«nitr 



"THE NEXT president will have a tremendous 

effect on all our lives. He will decide the war's 
outcome, the size of paychecks — or if we even get a 
payeheek — and control the ertme in the straeti," 

Bond said. 

He described the general goals of today's society 
as fbll employment, equal partldpatiim in govem- 
mmt, acquiring the basic necrasities of life and 
meeting the economic as weU as social needs of the 
less developed natlona. 

There nni^^t be an increase of interest in politics 
amcMiS people, Bond said. 

**Unfortunat^, to many Americans, a changa of 
residents meanjust a change of pictures on the post 
'^ice wall. To blacks, it means the difference bet^ 
ween going forward and sliding backward" 

BOND ATTACKED the Nixon administration and 
its policies and he charged Conffrew with creettng 
part of the country's problems.

"THE ELECTION in 1972 is a choice between one 
man under whom all will suffer or one whom under 
all will prosper."

If a person doesn't vote in some 
countries, he is fined Itt Amorica if ooe doesn't vote 
he's just a fool." 

Bond said be travels to many parts of the country 
and visits many campuses. One basic thing he said 
disturbs him is the disinterrat in the upccHning 
election.

ONCE THE emotionalism of Nixon's 

position is penetrated, some positive effects 
of amnesty can be seen, especially in a war 
like this one, The war was a mktake. It 



served no purpose other than to r^nind us 
of our limitations. If we continue to 
castigate those we realized this a long time 
ago, it will be much harder for us to learn 
anything from our mistake. The obvious 
course vi action is to forgive and forget, or 
better yet, to just forget, as it might be 
difficult to determine who is to be forgiven. 

Punishment for those who out of con- 
science reused to serve cannot be Justified 
either as a deterrent or as a practical 
matter of national self-preservation. It can 
<mfy be jitttiM out umm bftftarie 
revenge motive. 

To suggest that a nation mnst have this 
amoral obedience from its people in order 
to exist denies the rationality of man. It 
doesn't take much imagination to realize 
how much better off we would be today had 
those dissenting individuals shared in the 
governmental decision on Vietnam. Self- 
preserwflltai is threatened more by the 
autonomous actions (rf its leaders tban 1^ 
the volition of any single group. 

I do not expect that Ridiard Nixon will 
consider any of these arguments. After all, 
they involve no immediate political 
reward. Somehow, I just caif t pictore him 
telling the nation, "We've made a mistake, 
but we're not going to hodid it against those 
who saw it before we did." Unfwtanately, I 
did see him accept the argument of passion 
and hatred. I've also seen a number of 
politicians follow m iMd bi tte lilt in» 
months. 

However, there is another man running 
for Oe presidency. On second thought, 
maybe McQovem is the ffily mm in the 
race.

Viet Cong forces

SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong forces attacked with increased intoosi^ 
Sunday in an apparent campaign to force the Nixon administration to 
sign a cease-fire agreement Tuesday. 

Broadening propaganda attadcs at the same time, the Viet Cong's 
political arm appealed to the South Vietnamese people and soldiers and 
to the Soviet Union and China to demand ttttt^ Uollad SlitM dgB the 
agreement and end the figliting. 

A radio broadcast by the National Liberation Front accused the United 
States of endangering the settlement, threatened to step up the fighting 
hi the absence of an agre«nent and badted up the threat with a new 
wave oi attacks. 

THE SAIGON command reported 138 shelling, terror and ground 
attacks amiasSoutti Vietnam during the 24-hour period ending at dawn 
Sunday, the highest luimber since the 1968 Tet offensive. 

It was the fourth successive day that attacks had soared past the lOO 
mark, although most of tbem were small and not of the magnitude of the 
1968 offensive and the EUuitor offonive this year. 

Communist-led forces seized more than a score of hamlets and cut 
several key highways — most of ttiem in the Saigon area — in a land grab 
offensive over the weelcend. 

At dusk Sunday, the Saigon command claimed about half the hamlets 
had been recaptured. Highways were still unsafe for travel, although 
of Qiun had been f ec p s o od.

Law restricts 
women's vote

In an age when voting finally has 
been recognized as a privilege 
accorded to every U.S. citizen who 
has reached the age of U, it is 
outrageous that a certain per* 
oentage of the American voting 
population wiU be denied that right 
this year. 

Aooordtog to an deetkm law, a 
woman who marries between Oct. 
17 (the day the voter registration 
books closed) and Nov. 7 (election 
day) cannot vote in this election. 

SHE WOULD be registered 
under her maiden name, but law 
requires that she vote under her 
'legal*' name — that of her 
faumnd now that she is married. 

Although 4 women is not bound 
by law to acquire her husband's 
name when she marries, social 
custom and practicaUty generally 
demand that she do so. 

Because the registration books 
are closed, she is unable to re- 
register and therefore out of 
when election day arrives. 

A man who marries during this 
time, of course, is unaffected by 
the law, unless he decides to 
change his name. This is highly 
unlikely considering a legal name 
diwge must be hi»»wlM wl ttirou^ a 
covhv 01 'law min reQurBB^o^Be aoa 

THE NUMBER of eligible 
women voters who set their 
wedding dates during these three 
wedES may be sUm, but that's 
irrelevant. Discrimination should 
not be tolerated whether it affects 
one individual or tlie entire 
populatloa. 

If a woman should ignore the 
ruling and vote under her maiden 
name, she could face serious 
consequences. For one thing» her 
vote could be challenged and not 
counted if the challenge was 
upheld. Secondly, voting illegally 
in any manner is classified as a 
Class A misdemeanor carrying a 
penalty of up to one year in jail or a 
fine of $2,500. 

Let's hope when the Equal 
Rights Amendment finally is 
ratified discriminatory laws like 
this will be examined and erased 
firam fte books.

Regarding blacks moving into 
ail- white neighborhoods, Boyer 
once told a wMte fHend, **If you're 
going to move every time a black 
moves into your neightMrhood, 
you'd better Iwy yoiv own moving 
van."
